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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR; THE DILEMMA OE REAL RARITY 

Harry E. Salyards 

The general numismatic press has been filled recently with stories of incredible prices paid 
for certain modern certified coins. There was the “MS-68” 1948S Washington quarter which sold 
on eBay for a reported $19,250; a 1956 “MS67 RD” Lincoln cent advertised at $3250 (in the same 
issue of Coin World which reported a MS-65 Red “Trend” price at ten bucks); even a slabbed 
1965 Kennedy half at $10,500! These are those “Pop Top” coins, the finest certified (for now) of 
dirt-common dates. One would expect the people dealing in these would try to turn them over 
faster than your typical mall coin shop owner was turning over silver in March, 1980— if you catch 
my drift. The kind of spread between these prices, and those for, say, a mere MS-65 example of 
the same date and mint, make the price structure of the 1901 dollar— 30 bucks VE, 1800-1- Unc.- 
look perfectly rational by comparison. At least we’ve had lOO-l- years to disperse all those dollars, 
and the Mint State ones have proven comparatively elusive. Whereas there must be tens of 
thousands of rolls of ‘56 Lincolns as yet unsearched for candidates to tie that lofty “67” grade. 

So why do people buy these things— assuming for now, at least, that this isn’t just another 
phantom promotional market? What would possess them to do so? Well, competition, certainly. I 
mean, we’re the people who invented the idea of a Condition Census, and Old Cent Whist, and all 
that! So we understand One-Upsmanship perfectly well. But over 3K for a 1956 Lincoln cent? 
Who in their right mind? As Mark Ferguson blandly put it in the December 16 Coin World, we 
may not be dealing with common sense here.” Indeed. But why this fascination with what I— 

I think— consider boringly modern coins? I’ve heard it suggested that their very famili^ity is the 
key. True, whole generations have been born and died while our U.S. coinage designs have 
remained essentially unchanged. But if it takes familiarity to breed new collectors, then we current 
holders of the early American copper heritage could find ourselves a lonely, dwindling bunch. 

Because not only are large cents and their close kin no longer “among the first familiar 
memories of childhood,” as they were recalled by Dr. $heldon over a half century ago, they aren’t 
even familiar sights at the average coin show. You have to go looking for them. That involves 
passing over a minimum of 146 years’ worth of United States coins in all denominations, just to 
get to the 1857’s! What are the chances of someone with a budding fascination with obsolete U.S. 
coins not finding something to pique his or her interest a little closer in time? Not good. I’d 
suspect. And after all, what drove many of the people of my collecting generation— that is, who 
started circa 1957, not 1857-to collect large cents in the first place? We were cent collectors , first 
and foremost! Once you’d filled in most all the Lincolns back to 1909 (from circulation), and all of 
the Indians you could buy or trade for fairly cheaply (which in effect meant everything other than 
the 1866-1878 dates), you naturally looked back to the late date large cents-they were contiguous 
with the rest of your collection, after all! My sense is, there aren’t many cent collectors of that type 
around any more. Nor can I see the purchaser of that 1956 “MS67 RD” Lincoln becoming one. 

$ 0 , while much has been made of the difficulty in putting together a meaningful collection 
of early copper without spending a fortune, a greater difficulty for us in recruiting new members 
for EAC may be the absolute rarity of what we collect. Not relative rarity, or “condition rarity” in 
any of its guises, but absolute rarity-whether that means two of something or 200. What’s 200 
among more than a thousand collectors?— Rare. We can show potential new EAC’ers these 
increasingly unfamiliar coins; but to kindle new collector interest, those people need to bring 
something to the table, too; a fascination with historic objects sufficiently deep to drive the passion 
to hold them in their own hands; and intellectual curiosity , strong enough to survive initial feelings 
of intimidation, which finally comes to understand *RARITY* in pieces of arcane knowledge; the 
implication of a particularly massive die failure, or a particular positioning of design elements, even 
when you’ve never seen it before— particularly when you’ve never seen it before! Such traits are 
themselves rare, and not found among dull consumers of sound bytes— or “MS67 RD 1956 cents.

INTRODUCTION 


I decided to publish the balance of the information I have accumulated on proof 
half cents since my "Monograph of Second Restrike Proof Half Cents" was received 
with such resounding acclaim. The information will appear in Penny-Wise as 
listings of the various examples of each type of proof half cents in what I 
consider to be the simplest way to group them. The listings are not organized 
as condition censuses. 

This first offering contains a list of the Coronet style obverse pieces, mated 
with the Large Berry reverse. They are commonly referred to as "Originals" and 
it is my opinion that they are exactly that. I believe that they were minted in 
the respective years they are dated, primarily because I have no reason to 
believe otherwise. For those who are confused about references to some of these 
pieces as "restrikes", I refer you to my article entitled "Series VII Restrikes: 
The Breen Effect", Penny-Wise . November 15, 1998, p.396.

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Estimating the Draped Bust Cent Mintages: 1801-1807 

Ron Manley 

Although some collectors may consider them facts, mintages for early cent dates are only 
educated guesses, based upon interpretations of Mint records and survivor populations. For 
example, the numbers of cents the Red Book reports for 1803, 1804, and 1807 are different from 
their Mint figures (see Table 1).

I followed eBay appearances of 1801-1807 cents for seven months (Internet auctions 
ending 12/19/00-03/19/00; 5/1 1/01-7/1 1/01; 9/17/01-1 1/17/01). The critical chi-square value (x^) 
for a 95% confidence level is 12.6. The observed x^ is over six times this. In addition, die state 
evidence proves that some 1802s were struck in 1803. Reported mintages imply that the two 
1805-dated obverses outlasted the five 1807-dated ones. Although not impossible, this is most 
unlikely. Some mintages reported for this date group must be incorrect. 

As Table 1 indicates, the total mintage for the 1801-1807 cent group is not known with 
certainty. However, between 10,400,000 and 10,800,000 cents were likely struck. Thus, the 
total for 1801-1807 cents is known within ±1.2 percent. Significantly, the total for the 1801-1808 
cent group is believed to be known exactly (see Table 2). 

Original mintages can be estimated by two methods. We can either assume proportional 
survivorship (PS) or assume that average die life (ADL) is essentially constant.

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In Table 2, I used my large eBay database of 2,018 cents dated 1801-1807 and Tom 
Reynolds’ independent database of 1,641 cents dated 1801-1808 (3, 4) to first estimate mintages 
by the PS method. I then estimated mintages using the ADL method for comparative purposes. 
Both methods agree that more 1803s, 1804s, and 1807s were struck than their Red Book 
mintages indicate and that fewer 1802s and 1808s were struck.

Warrants 19, 34, 39, 47, 49, 50, 65, 66, 68, 70, and 71 were for half cents only. 


Discussion 


We know when the first 1801-dated cents were delivered. The 948,400 large cents 
otficially delivered on September 30, 1800 under Warrant #18 were the last cents delivered for an 
entire year (5). Thus, a clean break exists between the last cents dated 1800 and the first dated 
1801. Clearly, the first 1801s must have been the 505,000 cents officially delivered on September 
29, 1801 (see Table 3). However, when the last 1801s were delivered is speculative. 

The late Walter Breen claimed that “some cents dated 1801 were struck in 1802: at least 
numbers 16-17 [S222 and S223] and possibly also 14-15 [1801 NC4 and NC3]” (6). However, 
the only die state evidence that 1801s were struck in 1802 apparently rests upon the existence of 
Breen State I of 1802 B4 [S228] — a die state Breen believed was struck between his States III 
and IV of 1801 B17 [S223] (6). Noted cataloguer and early copper specialist Bob Grellman has

never seen an example of this S228 die state and thus cannot corroborate its existence (7). JVas 
Breen correct that 1801-dated cents were struck in 1802? I believe so. 

The Mint reported that 3,435,100 cents were struck in 1802 (7). It is reasonably certain 
that no pre-dated 1803 obverse die was put in press in 1802. Since significantly fewer 1802s 
were observed than expected in Tables 1-2, either many 1801s were struck in 1802 (as the ADL 
estimate predicts) and/or the 1801/1802 dates have lower survival rates than later Draped Bust 
cent dates. I evaluate the second possibility in Table 4.

Evidently, 1801s do have a lower survival rate than later Draped Bust cent dates. Why 
might this be so? In 1989, Reynolds observed that “1801 is a difficult date to locate in better 

grades 

on nice planchets. The years 1 802 and 1 803 

are extremely common 

in all grades and on 


nice planchets”(3). The Boulton planchets used for 1801s arrived in Philadelphia on July 11, 
1801 after nearly three months at sea (6). Breen wrote that their delay was “a byproduct of the 
Napoleonic wars” ((5). He added that “for unknown reasons, the cent planchets did not go to 
press until August 16 or 17” (<5). R. W. Julian speculated that the wait may have been because 
“the demand for cents had briefly lessened” (6). Breen alternatively suggested that perhaps “not 
enough dies were ready” (6). I consider Breen’s notion that cent dies were not available until 
mid-August 1802 most unlikely. A third possibility is that the copper planchets may have been 
adversely affected by their unusually long time at sea. They may have needed scouring or other 
treatment before being deemed suitable for coinage. This could explain Reynolds’ observations 
about 1801s and their relatively low survival rate. These planchets lasted until January 25, 1802 
(6). Thus, most (if not all) 1801s were coined using them. However, most 1802s were coined 
using a later shipment of Boulton planchets. Craig Sholley reported that the rising price of copper 
led to the melting of many cents during this era (8). This may have been another factor affecting 
survival rates of these dates. 

When were the last 1802s struck? The varieties S241 (1802 B20) and S243 (1803 Bl) 
have a common reverse. Cuds developed on S241’s reverse but not on S243’s (6, 9). This die 
state evidence proves some 1802s were struck in 1803. A reasonable estimate is that ~300,000 
cents dated 1802 were included in the first 1803 delivery on February 22 (see Table 3). We can 
now better estimate the combined 1801/1802-dated mintage as -5,100,000 cents (-300,000 + 
1,362,837 + 3,435,100). But how many were struck of each date? 
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If the nine 1801 -dated dies averaged a similar number of strikes/die as the fourteen 
1802-dated dies, the 1801-dated mintage totaled about (9/23 x 5,100,000) or -2,000,000 cents. 
Similarly, the 1802-dated mintage can be estimated as (14/23 x 5,100,000) or -3,100,000 cents. 
These calculations suggest that the 547,600 cents delivered in 1802 through February 16 were 
dated 1801 (5). This implies 1,910,437 cents were dated 1801 and an estimated 3,187,500 cents 
were dated 1802. Thus, the first 1802s were likely the 107,000 cents delivered on March 5, 1802 
under Warrant #27 (5). 

Despite their reported mintages, more 1803s survive than 1802s. This has been confirmed 
independently by survivor databases developed by Tom Reynolds (5), Red Henry {10), and 
myself Did the Mint strike more 1803s than 1802s? For the first time since 1799, Mint 
operations shut down in August 1803 because a new yellow fever epidemic had arisen in 
Philadelphia (7). The Mint reopened four months later after colder weather had ended the threat 
of disease from infected mosquitoes. About December 11, cent coinage began anew (77). A 
warrant for 264,000 cents was issued on December 31, 1803 (see Table 3). 

Striking 1803s continued throughout 1804. In late September, the Mint closed again due 
to yellow fever (6). Reopening November 1, it had struck 190,338 cents by month’s end (6). 
These cents were almost certainly dated 1803. The last 96,500 cents struck in 1804 have 
traditionally been regarded as the 1804-dated mintage (2). However, there is no evidence of this. 
I consider it more likely that the 1804s were delivered in the first quarter of 1805. 7 have 
tentatively assigned the 108,000 cents delivered on March 30, 1805 to the 1804s. 

The Mint struck 941,116 cents in 1805 (7). Breen observed that “many of the cents 
delivered during this year may have been dated 1803 and 1804” (6). Indeed, my analysis indicates 
that many cents delivered in 1805 were 1803s. Without knowing which varieties were struck 
immediately before and after S266 (the only 1804-dated variety), we cannot be certain when the 
1804s were delivered. By assigning the 108,000 cents delivered on March 30, 1805 to the 
1804s, we can estimate the 1803-dated mintage as -3,416,691 cents (see Table 3). This 
estimate, in accord with survivor data, indicates that more 1803s were struck than 1802s. 

The first 1805s were likely the 228,616 cents delivered November 9, 1805 under Warrant 
#61 (see Table 3). But why would striking 1805-dated cents have begun so late in the year? In 
1805, the Mint was suffering a severe shortage of die steel {6). The two reverse dies used for 
1805s were leftover from 1803 (6). Evidently, the two 1805-dated obverses were also made in 
1803 “but not completed and hardened until 1805” {6). Thus, the Mint simply lacked available 
die steel to prepare new cent dies. This clearly explains why left-over 1803-dated dies were used 
for cent coinage in 1805. 

Delivery records found by Sholley show that 56,000 of the 1 16,000 cents in Warrant #62 
were struck by November 30, 1805 (77). The remaining 60,000 cents in this warrant were 
delivered on December 31 (5, 11). These were likely coined during the last week of 1805. Breen 
concluded that some 1805s were delivered in 1806 {6). I agree, but how many? Another 60,000 
cents were delivered on January 18, 1806 (77). All 60,000 were probably dated 1805. Thus, the 
1805-dated mintage likely totaled 404,616 cents. 
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The 348,000 cents in the 1806 Mint report suggest that 1806 should be the scarcest date 
in the 1801-1807 cent group. Of course, it is not — that honor goes to 1804. Still, Breen noted 
that 1806 cents had a reputation many years ago for “alleged rarity” (d). As only a single 1806 
die variety exists, it should not be surprising that 1806s were saved in relatively large numbers. 

The first 1806s were likely the 120,000 cents delivered on February 8, 1806 (77). Thus, 
striking 1806-dated cents must have begun about January 31, 1806. The cent press suffered an 
accident that spring after striking just 7,000 cents (d). This mishap occurred about April 22 — 
the date these cents were unofficially delivered (77). However, an official delivery warrant for the 
second quarter was not issued until June 30 (5). The press was disabled for the rest of 1806, 
ending cent coinage prematurely that year (d). Evidently, the last 1806s were those 7,000 cents 
struck in April 1 806. It appears that the 1806-dated mintage was only 288, 000 cents. 

After the last cent delivery in 1806, eight months passed before another was made on 
February 21, 1 807 (5). It is logical that these were the first cents dated 1807. The 489,221 cents 
delivered in 1 807 through June 4 exhausted the Boulton planchets received in November 1 804 
(d). No more cents could be struck until new Boulton planchets arrived late that October. Breen 
estimated these “reached the Mint about October 23, 1807” (d). However, the records found by 
Sholley establish that 33,500 cents had been struck by October 21 (77). Thus, the new planchets 
must have arrived at the Coiner’s department by October 18. These 33,500 cents were included 
in the 238,000 cents reported by the Mint for the last quarter of 1807 (5). 

When were the last 1807s delivered? Because surviving 1807s far exceed the number 
expected from the 727,221 cents reported for 1807 by the Mint, Breen believed that many 1807s 
were struck in 1808 (7). This led to the Red Book’s listing 829,221 cents for 1807 — a mintage 
which includes the 102,000 cents delivered in the first quarter of 1808 (2). Although I agree that 
the 102,000 cents delivered March 30, 1808 were dated 1807, all three mintage estimates in 
Table 2 provide strong evidence that the 366,000 cents delivered on June 30, 1808 were also 
1807s. Thus, the 1807-dated mintage must have totaled at least 1,195,221 cents. But what 
date(s) did the 256,000 cents officially delivered on July 28, 1808 under Warrant #75 bear? 

In my study of Classic Head cent mintages (72), I reported that only the 385,000 cents 
delivered on September 30 under Warrant #76 were dated 1808. After re-examining my older 
eBay data (auctions ending 10/13/01-02/08/01), I found the observed survivor ratio of 1807:1808 
cents was 116:45 (or 2.58:1). More recent data corroborate this ratio. This indicates that the 
256,000 eents delivered in July 1808 were a mix of cents dated 1807 and 1808. But how many 
were of each date? 

Mint records show that 121,000 of the 256,000 cents in Warrant #75 were delivered on 
July 11, 1808 and 135,000 were delivered on July 28 (77). If the cents delivered July 11 were 
dated 1807 and those delivered July 28 dated 1808, the 1807-dated mintage was 1,316,221 cents 
and the 1808-dated mintage 520,000 cents. These proposed mintages indicate a 1807:1808 ratio 
of 2.53:1 (an excellent match to the observed survivor ratio of 2.58:1). 
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Summary 


Some of the Red Book mintages for the 1801-1808 cents must be incorrect. They satisfy 
neither known die state evidence (as in the case of the 1 802s), nor reasonable die life estimates (as 
in the case of the 1805s), nor observed survivor data (as in the case of the 1807s). I have 
proposed Draped Bust cent mintages that are realistic and meet all available data. Thus, they 
represent a significant improvement. 

The 1801-1807 mintage likely totaled 10,631,465 cents. Proposed mintage estimates are 
summarized below in Table 5. The “ADL” for 1804 is anomalously low because both dies of the 
only 1804 die pair suffered major rim breaks soon after being put in press, necessitating early 
retirement.

Although three 1806-dated obverse dies were made (6, 9), only one 1806-dated cent 
variety exists. Because of the press accident in April, the remaining two obverses were saved 
until the following year and overdated 1807/6. A revised estimate for the 1808-dated mintage is

MARIS 59-o: Rarity 5 


In this issue’s census, we’ll be starting with 
the Maris 59-o, nicknamed the “Sawtooth Variety” by 
Dr. Maris. If you see the dentils on both sides of this 
coin, they look like the teeth on a circular saw blade. 
The central detail is almost always weak on obverse 
and reverse. The coin is always struck on a large 
diameter planchet but does not resemble any other 
“Morristown” issues. Some think these were struck at 
Machin’s Mills, but I don’t see any reason for this 
assumption. There was a Taylor 59-o in the Scott 
Barnes Sale that I really wanted but ran out of money 
Maris 59-o, Stack’s Picker Sale, Lot 191 (what else is new). A friend was sitting next to me at 

Tom Rinaldo’s table and offered to buy the coin for himself and enjoy it until I had the funds to buy it back from 
him. I took him up on the offer and four months later it was in my collection. It’s people like that in our hobby who 
make collecting colonials so enjoyable! Traditionally, the 59-o has been listed as an R-5 and the information here 
can’t contradict that.

The Maris 60-p and 61-p share the same blundered reverse. To my knowledge, this reverse is the only 
mistake Dr. Maris made on his famous plate of NJ’s. He designated this reverse as an upper case “P” instead of the 
proper lower case “p”. This reverse is easily identified by the misspelling of PLURIBUS as PLURIBS. As an 
obvious mint error, this type coin is desirable as such. This spelling mistake occurred once before on the 55-m 
reverse, but was corrected on the die giving us the U over S variety. Once you’ve identified the reverse, it is an easy 
matter to distinguish between the 60 and 61 obverses. On the 60, the left ear points between the C and A of the 
legend and the plow beam ends below the right foot of the final A ot CAESAREA. The 61 has the left ear pointing 
at the C and the plow beam ends at the left foot of the A. Also, a die break is almost always present behind the head 
on the 61, it resembles a large bow tied to the neck of the horse. The 60-p is an R-4 and the 61-p is an R-5.

MARIS 62-q: Rarity 1 

The Maris 62-q is a common R-1 Morristown issue. Die breaks occur 
under the plow beam and around the upper portion of the shield. I personally have 
a mental block with respect to the differences between the 62 and 63 obverses and 
the q and s reverses. I always pull out the plate. The 62 legend has a stop at the 
end, the 8 is high in the date and the coulter touches the right leaf of the three 
leaves under the scroll. The q reverse has the center point of the shield pointing to 
the B, the bottom horizontal line in the shield points between the star and P in the 
legend. This is one of the more economical coins to obtain and I know of a couple 
collectors that have collected this by die state.

A lot of discussion and consideration has been given to any new security measures that we 
might take during this year's Happening. First and foremost 1 will say that nothing is going to 
take away from the fun of this wonderful event. I still believe that 1 00% of the folks that show up 
can be trusted. Still though, in an effort to keep the trust and keep the large numbers of coins 
coming I will make one basic change: 

1 . Each entry will require a ticket be filled out and the owner will be given a stub for each entry. 
(Much like the stubs given at a dry cleaner.) The coin will be kept with the remaining ticket 
and must be kept on or near that ticket while on the table in front of the monitor. Picking the 
coins up is still, as before, OK. In fact I encourage it as that has always been the most 
enjoyable part of the Happening. Just keep the coin above the ticket while doing so and 
place it back on the ticket when done so as to ease the Monitor's job. 

If you would like to share your coins but do not want them handled, please bring a clear holder 
or Mylar flip and our table monitors will ensure that your coins are properly protected. I will also 
try to have some white gloves on hand for those who prefer to have their coins handled that 
way, or for those who prefer to handle others’ coins wearing gloves. 

Please try to bring your coins at least an hour before the event begins so as to leave plenty of 
time to fill out the tickets. 

I am looking for table monitors, and would like to hear your comments and/or suggestions about 
this year's Happening so please call me at Work 1(970)259-3300, Home 1(970)247-7811 or 
email me at danssportscar@frontier.net.

CHAPTER 7: BUYING THE 1798/7 OVERDATE, OR, 

The Copper Bug Bites 

It's Friday, November 18, 2000. / don't know it yet, but today will be my real introduction 
to the fellowship of early copper. Today is when the copper bug bites me. 

I've come to the Bay State Coin Show at the Radisson Hotel in Boston’s Park Square. 
I've been to this show twice in the previous year and have bought some rare date gold coins 
each time. One dealer from whom I'd previously purchased some low mintage $2.50 Quarter 
Eagles between 1880 and 1899, doesn't have any gold coins that interest me today, but he 
does have two large cents, a 1794 and a 1798/7 Overdate. I ask whether he knov/s the 
Sheldon number for each. He shrugs his shoulders. 

Both cents would fill "Redbook" varieties on my list. The major stumbling block is their 
price. The 1794 is $375, and the 1798/7 is $225. I've never spent more than $120 for any large 
cent before. The 1794 is a golden tan with a few hairlines on the portrait and two scrapes on 
the reverse (it's F+ to VF in sharpness), and the overdate is a glossy two-toned chocolate brown 
and blackish brown that's easily a VG but has an irregular quarter-inch pit in front of Liberty's 
neck that shows up as a faint dent on the reverse. {A year later I'd call it a foxhole; in two years 
Td call it a trench.) 

The dealer sees me looking at the large cents and knows he's got a live one. I'm 
probably glowing with excitement. He baits the hook. "I'll take $150 for the overdate, " he says, 
"and $300 for the 1794. These early large cents are so hard to find these days." 

What the hell, I say to myself. It must've been what Adam said to himself when Eve 
asked whether he wanted a bite of the fresh, sweet, juicy red apple she had in her hand. I'm 
somewhat light-headed as I take out $450 in cash from my wallet. I walk away feeling I'm 20 
pounds lighter. I also feel 20 years younger. I think I’ve also lost 20 IQ points. 

Since I don't think 1 could spend any more money, I retrieve my car from the hotel 
garage and drive home through the overcast grayness of this November afternoon. I try to 
make the drive longer by taking Storrow Drive, the road along the placid steel grey Charles 
River. 

At home I settle into my study. I open my new copy of Penny-Whimsy and within a few 
minutes I've identified the 1798/7 Overdate as S-151. I don't know any better, so I'm really quite 
happy with the cent, despite the large pit. I even convince myself that the coin has more 
character because of the pit. In a year and a half I'll be looking for an upgrade and wondering 
how I could bury this coin. But right now I'm like a teenage boy who's basking in the afterglow 
of his first kiss from a beautiful girl. 

The attribution of the 1794 cent is much harder. There are about 60 possibilities. After 
considerable searching I think it's an S-21 because its pole is wide and flat at its end. I mark it 
that way on its cardboard holder. Even though my attribution is wrong {within two months I'll 
positively identify it as S-22), I don't care. This is my first 1794 large cent. 


CHAPTER 8: Am I Becoming an Early Copper Addict?, or, 

Does the You-Know-Who You-Know-What You-Know-Where? 

I'm beginning to suspect I may be an early copper addict when I attend regional Sunday 
coin shows and, when I don't find any early dates to add to my collection, I go around the show 
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a second time looking for middle date large cents. I've told myself there are simply too many 
Sheldon and Newcomb varieties to collect the entire series; nonetheless, I continue to buy 
middle date large cents. 

The idea of going home empty-handed from a coin show is such a disappointment. It's 
like going o a restaurant and then not eating anything. So i try to convince myself I'm not 
actually "collecting" the middle dates, I'm just buying occasional varieties to know the series 
better. I buy attractive VG+ to VF cents, trying to find ones with dies breaks whenever possible, 
and attribute them using my Newcomb book. 

Over the course of many months, however, this strategy backfires since I'm buying so 
many duplicate middle dates. I can't lie to myself anymore that I don't collect middle dates. In 
September 2002 I will need ten Newcomb varieties, excluding proofs, to have a complete set of 
middle date large cents. And most of these I acquired when I couldn't find suitable early dates 
for my collection. It was as if I'd adopted a neighborhood child simply because he was always 
hanging around my house at dinner time. 

Will I end up collecting late date large cents, too? With all respect to Robbie Brown, I 
hope not. I heartily agree with what Dr. Sheldon wrote about the late dates, that they have all 
the charm and personality of mass-manufactured buttons. But I suspect, given my collector's 
mentality, it's only a matter of time before I succumb to the late dates. I have to admit that I 
recently started looking at attributed late date large cents in various price lists, noting the rarity 
of each. If there's a VF late date in R4 or above that is reasonably priced, I order it. My foot is 
lodged firmly in the late date large cent door. 


CHAPTER 9: BEING OFFERED AN S-96, OR, 

How I Didn't Buy the Cent I Didn't Know I Needed 

/ don't know it yet, but in three months, after I've had plenty of time to study the JR 
Frankenfield catalogue, especially his lower grade cents of 1 796, I realize that the 1 796 cents 
are my favorite of all the early dates, and I vow to acquire all 39 Sheldon varieties for that year, 
excluding the NC's. Before that happens I have the following conversation: 

I'm talking with Jim Long of JEL Coins on the phone. Jim's describing a porous S-109 in 
G4 he has for sale, and which I'm considering as a Reverse of 1794 for my "Redbook" large 
cent set. The coin seems fairly awful, and I'm trying to explain that I want to find a better coin. 
Even for my "Redbook" set I want attractive coins with good eye appeal. 

"Hey, buddy, you wouldn't be interested in an S-96, would you?" Jim asks, probably 
sensing that he's lost me on the S-109. 

"S-96? They're pretty rare, aren't they?" 

"You bet your ass they're rare. Only about 20 are known. This one's an AG. The date 
and Liberty are there, but it's rough. Hell, they're all rough and corroded. Nature of the beast. I 
bought it a few weeks ago. It’s a new one. Some guy in upstate New York found it." 

"How much you want for it?" 

"Thirty-seven fifty." 

"Boy, that's expensive." 

"That's damn cheap . G5's go for six thousand. And this one isn't that far from a G5. 
You want me to send it to you?" 

is Jim kidding, or is he crazy? The most I've paid for any large cent is $300. Why would 
I want to buy this coin? 

"I don't think so, Jim. It's way past my budget." 
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"Be a long time before you see another one of these again." 

"That's okay," I say, "I think I'll pass on this one." 

"If you change your mind, give me a call." 

"Okay." 

***** 

Nearly two years later I've almost managed to meet my goal. I have 38 Sheldon 
varieties from 1796, except for the S-96. It's taken a lot of effort and money to get these 38 
varieties, and I feel quite proud. But I wince each time I replay my conversation with Jim Long, 
"You wouldn't be interested in an S-96, would you?" 

I want to yell out, "Yes, yes, yes. Send it to me immediately!" but, instead, I hear my 
whimpy voice say, "I don't think so." 

That was a great chance to get an S-96, and I blew it. Where else can I get an 
affordable S-96? {There you have it; in two years my addiction to early copper is complete. I 
now think $3750 for a badly corroded piece of copper is affordable! Even the JR Frankenfield 
S-96, listed as AG3+, sold for just over $6000, and that one ivas pretty much a dog. 

I hear Jim Long's voice on the phone nearly two years ago, though now his voice is a 
taunt, "Be a long time before you see another one of these again. ') 


CHAPTER 10; JOINING EAC, OR 

Abandon Hope All Ye Who Enter 

After I learn about attributing large cents and find I'm fairly good at puzzling through all 
the clues in the Sheldon and Newcomb books (though I have to admit that the late dates are still 
a very slippery bunch), the only logical thing to do is join the Early American Coppers Club 
(EAC), which I do in early January 2001. At this point I have 44 Sheldon varieties and 78 
Newcomb varieties, plus some 1850's cents that defy all my attempts to attribute them. The 
cents of the 1850's, I'm learning, are the terrible twos of the large cents — just impossible to 
deal with. 

When a packet from EAC arrives, along with the November 15, 2000, edition of Penny- 
Wise , I'm a bit overwhelmed by the staggering amount of information available about early 
copper. I'm also intimidated by the camaraderie of the members within EAC as I glimpse 
through Penny-Wise . I'm not usually a club joiner. Now I'm actually depressed because I feel - 
and don't laugh at me — like I'm entering the first grade again wherein I don't know anyone and 
don't know whether I'm up to the challenge. Skimming through Penny-Wise only makes it worse 
because the articles seem so arcane and esoteric — "The Eckberg Emission Sequence for the 
1809 Half Cent." 

I actually have to put the packet from EAC away for a few days before I have enough 
fortitude to face it again. When I joined EAC, I remember thinking that my large cent buying 
days were over (they're so expensive) and that I'd be focusing on the history of the large cents. 
What 1 will quickly learn, however, is that I haven't yet scratched the surface of acquiring large 
cents — now there's a metaphor to make any collector of early copper cringe. 

When I have the courage to open the EAC packet again, the most important thing 1 see 
is a recommended list of books for every EAC member. I immediately order Jack Robinson's 
16th edition of Copper Quotes bv Robinson (CQR), Bob Grellman's Attribution Guide for U.S. 
Large Cents. 1840-1847 in two volumes, and the soon-to-be-published Walter Breen's 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Large Cents. 1793-1814 , edited by Mark Borckardt. 
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Each of these books open a whole new world of large cents to me. I love Jack 
Robinson's friendly curmudgeon's voice in CQR , but I struggle mightily with the concept of EAC 
grading — deducting grade points for a coin's problems that leave you with a net grade. This 
seems as unscientific and unchartable as any of Carl Jung's theories about the unconscious. I 
wonder whether I'll ever be able to reduce this concept to a working formula, all of which seems 
to base itself on a kind of honor system. 

The Bob Grellman book is physically harder to deal with as it comes in two three-ring 
binders. But with a lot of effort and patience on my part, the Grellman book helps me tame 
those recalcitrant cents from the 1850's. In just over a year a new, improved one-volume 
edition will be published to supplant this two-volume edition. 

And I can't say enough wonderful things about the Breen large cent encyclopedia. It 
contains an absolute wealth of information that I keep coming back to over and over. Del 
Bland's extended Condition Census is a paragon of research and information. {And, after I buy 
Bill Noyes' Condition Census Encyclopedia, I can spend hours comparing their research and 
grading. Now I'd like to introduce our feature battle for today: A gladiator grading match to the 
death between Del Bland and Bill Noyes.) The die state information provided for each variety 
(up to 12 die states for some varieties) is fascinating and extremely helpful. 

But for me the most valuable part of the Breen book is the illustrations of each variety's 
obverse and reverse which, together with the written descriptions in Sheldon's Penny-Whimsy, 
will provide fool-proof attributions. {Some months later, when I buy Bill Noyes's two-volume 
book on the early and middle date large cents, I recognize the landmark contribution he made to 
attributing large cents. Nonetheless, I still prefer the cheaper illustrations in the Breen book, 
most likely because I saw them first and got used to relying on them.) 

I will keep buying books about large cents through the year until I've accumulated an 
indispensable library. David Bowers is correct when he says, "Buy the book. 


CHAPTER 1 1 ; Mail Order Coin, or. 

Tall Order Bride 

I order an S-152 (1798/7 Overdate) from a coin dealer in Coin World . It's listed as VG8 
detail, some corrosion, $57. Even with the corrosion the price seems reasonable. 

When the coin arrives. I'm astounded that the dealer was able to attribute it. It's covered 
with light to moderate corrosion, as though it had spent more than a few years in the ground. Its 
obverse has a matte (non-glossy) surface caused by underlying fine porosity with some 
scattered patches of raised corrosion. Quite frankly, it looks as though someone coated it with 
ground pepper and barbequed it to a crisp. The reverse is moderately corroded and some of 
the legends are obscured. It has VG detail (where you can see it), but the sharpness of the 
details is gone. Here is a scudzy coin. It takes five tentative minutes, but I attribute it as an 
S-152. This is possibly a Coltman blank, arguably the worst blanks ever used in minting large 
cents. 

I'm tempted to send it back. The reverse is awful, but the all-important obverse isn't that 
bad. The overdate is clearly visible. If I keep this coin I'll be ahead of the game because an 
average G5 costs $150, while an average VG8 costs $450. I can take the money I saved on 
this one and use it on other Sheldon varieties I need. 

Over the course of six months I look at the coin regularly and, even though it makes me 
wince a few times, I think I can live with it. I have a vague sense of dissatisfaction, but it cost 
only $57. 
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Then I remember an old girlfriend, Olga, a few years out of college. She was tall, 
buxom, and filled a room with her exuberant personality. She was a real extrovert. She had a 
great sense of humor. She'd studied Theatre Arts in college so she could vamp it up like crazy. 
She was a lot of fun and we had marvelous times for over half a year, until the marriage 
question came up. Olga never raised the question; I asked myself if she was the one . I 
genuinely liked her, liked being with her. She found ail my interests fascinating (Edna wasn't 
among them). But there were nagging issues. She'd do or say something offensive, usually 
after a few drinks, for which she needed to apologize the next day. In groups she'd trained 
herself to be outgoing, but in private she could be very insecure, even neurotic. She didn't have 
an enormous amount of self-respect. She had a major father complex (she claimed her father 
had never told her that he loved her) and confessed she consulted with three therapists, none of 
whom had been able to help her. 

After eight months with Olga it became clear to me that I wasn't going to marry her. And 
if I wasn't going to marry her, what was the point of continuing to see her? During the next few 
weeks I brooded about Olga and me. Our fun diminished. I lost interest in seeing her; even 
conversations became strained. And then 1 told her that it was over between us. She got upset 
and raised her voice. She suggested couples counseling, but I said no. It was over. I wanted 
to see other women. She returned all my little gifts from the past year and said she never 
wanted to see me again. 

in thinking about Olga, I know she has one final something to teach me. I realize that if I 
can't commit myself to my S-152, then I need to find a better one. in my large cent notebook I 
write down that I'm still looking for an S-152, preferably G6 to VG8. I decide to keep the old S- 
152 until I find a new S-152; after all, it's not as if I'm cheating on her. 


CHAPTER 12: EDNA, OR, 

The Other Woman 

"Lizzie, " I say to my beloved wife after we've watched the local news on TV, "I'm going 
upstairs to be with Edna for a while." 

"I knew it," she says in her British accent, shedding mock tears, her hands covering her 
face, "that brazen hussy has you in her grip." 

Edna is My Beloved Lizzie's euphemism for anything to do with large cents. Lizzie isn't 
a collector, so she tends to scorn and mock my interest in large cents. "That's right, lie in 
Edna's arms while I have to slave over a hot stove."

"While I have to pour my own glass of wine," Lizzie says, "Boo Hoo. I'm losing you to 
the other woman."

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Talking Beginners - Attending Your First EAC 

Steve Carr 

Never been to an EAC convention before? If so, then you are iike the majority of EAC 
members. Why is that? The EAC convention is a great place for any copper collector, but 
especially so for a beginner. There are more early American coppers coins at the convention than 
at any other show in the world. Best of all, copper coins at the convention run the gamut from low 
grade culls to choice high grade pieces, with everything in between. The convention also provides 
an opportunity to meet other copper people. At EAC, you can learn about grading copper coins, 
see coins you can only dream about, and maybe learn about a few “esoteric” aspects of the hobby. 
In short, the EAC convention allows you to immerse yourself, to your heart’s content, in early 
American coppers and the people who collect them. 

The problem is making it to that first convention. If you are a low budget collector, the 
simple cost of attending may be beyond your means. Even mid-range collectors may find the cost 
prohibitive. Do you really want to spend a whole month’s (or two month’s) coin budget on “just” 
going to a show? Time is also an issue. The EAC convention is in session for 314 days. That 
means taking time off work and being away from family. And how will you feel if you get to 
EAC and discover that you are overwhelmed? Just scraping together the nerve and energy to go 
some place with a bunch of strangers may dissuade you from coming to an EAC convention. 

Whatever your reason, 1 want to invite you consider attending an EAC convention. This 
year, the convention will be held in Ft. Mitchell, KY, just over the river and up the hill Ifom 
Cincinnati. The convention site is right off 1-75 and only a short distance from the airport. 
Cincinnati is within driving distance for a large number of EAC’ers. Drive to EAC and spend a 
day. Or spend several. Bring the family along. There are outside activities they can participate in 
or they can tag along as you do your copper “thing.” Or come for several days and sample the 
wide variety of opportunities the EAC convention has to offer. 

So, what can you expect from an EAC convention? Obviously, you can expect to see a lot 
of copper coins. And, clearly, you will be in the presence of a great deal of copper knowledge. 
You will see all the “big” and “small” names in the hobby. Introduce yourself to people and ask 
questions. As long as the questions are copper related, I doubt anyone will mind. You might share 
a meal or a room (if you stay more than one day) with another EAC’er. Maybe you will attend 
one of the informal “get-togethers” that happen in members’ rooms in the evenings. You might 
even run into an EAC’er in the hallway, who is showing an awesome early copper. Stop and 
introduce yourself. Look at the coin and talk with the others present. Whatever your involvement, 
see lots of coppers and learn what you can. 

The following synopsis of the convention will give you a general guide of what you can 
expect. Remember, your convention experiences will be enhanced if you introduce yourself to 
people. 

Events at the convention start on Thursday morning with the Counterfeit and Grading 
Seminar. The seminar starts at 9 AM and runs until noon. Doug Bird, Mary Sauvain (possibly) 
and I will present information on “EAC” grading, using CQR, and authenticating early coppers. 
This is a hands-on seminar where participants hone their skills by examining coins and sharing 
their grades and opinions. 

At 1 o’clock, sale lot viewing begins. EAC sales usually have about 500 lots, so there are 
plenty of coppers to see. At 2 o’clock, dealers begin setting up their tables in the bourse room. 
Exhibitors can also set up their displays at this time (one advantage to exhibiting is that you get to 
enter the bourse with the dealers!). The bourse closes at 5 o’clock. In the evening, EAC officially 
commences with the Hospitality Gathering, from 5:30 until 7. This is an informal gathering and is 
an excellent place to introduce yourself to others. Tell people what you collect. Ask questions. 
You may find the person you just met has similar collecting tastes or can answer your question. 
Or maybe they know someone who can. 
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The evening concludes with the Happenings at 7:30. There are three Happenings, one for 
Colonial coppers, one for Half Cents, and one for Large Cents. The Happenings highlight certain 
varieties of these coppers, with members showing coins from their collections. See Penny-Wise 
for the specific varieties being highlighted. The Happenings are an opportunity for you to show 
your coins in a non-competitive environment and to compare your coins with those of others. It is 
also a great time to see some beautiful and/or rare coins. Talk to the monitors (the people 
watching the coins) and the owners. Compare your views about the coins with theirs. 

On Friday, the bourse floor opens for dealers and exhibitors (again, the exhibitors get on 
the floor early!) at 8 o’clock. The bourse floor opens to the public at 9. So does sale lot viewing. 
This is a great time to look at coppers. Compare coins, ask questions, and view the exhibits. Talk 
to the dealers and other EAC’ers present. Be sure to take breaks if you need, as this process may 
be tiring (spoken by one who failed to do this at his first EACl). The bourse and sale lot viewing 
close at 5:30. 

In the evening, there is an Educational Forum at 8 o’clock. The forum consists of one or 
two presentations on early copper topics (again, check Penny-Wise for topics). 

Saturday is an ideal time to come if you can only spend a day. The bourse floor opens to 
dealers and exhibitors at 8 o’clock and to the general public at 9. Sale lot viewing also opens at 9. 
On Saturday, there are hourly educational seminars on a wide variety of copper topics (check 
Penny-Wise or the convention directory for details). And who knows, you might even encounter 
Mike Packard counterstamping beat-up coppers on the loading dock. Introduce yourself, ask 
questions, and enjoy the copper! The bourse closes and sale lot viewing ends at 5. 

The annual EAC Sale is held on Saturday evening. The sale starts at 7 and usually runs 
until mid-night. Bid on coins you saw in the sale catalog, watch someone bid $100 for a tee-shirt 
(or a six pack of beer), and be amazed as Denis Loring runs through the lots at an incredible pace. 

Sunday morning, there is a general meeting at 9 o’clock. The meeting usually begins with 
members introducing themselves and then moves to club business. If you have any opinions 
about the club or have questions that might be addressed to a group, this is your forum to express 
them. The bourse opens right after this meeting and remains open until 2 o’clock. Then it is time 
to go back home. 

Was attending an EAC convention worth the effort and the gamble? Did you enjoy the 
EAC convention? Did you make some friends? If the answer to any of these is “yes,” you are 
probably hooked. You see, the EAC convention is habit forming. It is the ideal place to do just 
about anything, copper related, you want to do. It is the place to get questions answered. It is also 
the place to visit with others who have this affection for early American coppers. 

I hope to see you at a future EAC convention.

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Thoughts on EAC Exhibits 

Pete Smith 

I have a few thoughts to share about exhibits of copper coins. This is a reaction to 
two articles in Penny-Wise in 2002. 

In the September issue of P-W, Greg Heim discussed the exhibits at the 2002 ANA 
convention in New York City. He described the exhibit by Gerry Kochel that took first 
place in the classification for U.S. coins. Heim commented, “With what EAC has to offer, 
it should be better represented at the ANA Convention when it comes to exhibits.” 

ANA exhibits do not have labels that indicate what is submitted by an EAC 
member. Since I don’t know the club affiliation of every person involved with exhibits in 
New York, I may not be aware of the extent of EAC involvement. I do, however, believe 
that EAC was well represented. 

Jim Neiswinter took first place in the numismatic literature classification. This was 
just as much about early copper as Kochel’ s fine exhibit. There were 20 first place awards 
given in New York and I believe five of those were taken home by EAC members. 

EAC members were also active as exhibit judges. The lead judge for the “Best of 
Show” award is a prominent EAC member. Of the five judges who handled the ‘ Best First 
Time Exhibitor” award, three are EAC members. 

I would also like to respond to Steve Carr’s article on exhibiting in the November 
issue. I agree with everything he says but have a few additional thoughts. 

I recall judging an exhibit of gold love tokens at a Central States convention. After 
the awards were announced, I discussed this exhibit with the exhibitor. While the exhibit 
included many gold coins with fine engraving, for a typical viewer, these were just tiny 
gold disks. Under those lighting conditions and without magnification, the engraving 
couldn’t be appreciated. 

An exhibit of round*and-brown coins can suffer from the same problem. In New 
York City, some parts of the exhibit area had very poor lighting. Even with normal 
lighting, it can be difficult for a viewer to appreciate copper coins. 

Know your audience. While people attending an EAC convention should be 
expected to know some basic background, the audience at a local coin show may not have 
a clue. Coins in an exhibit cannot speak for themselves. The exhibitor must speak for 
them. It is not enough to put a great coin in the case. The exhibitor should explain why it 
is great and what to look for. While winning an award may not be your motivation, 
attempting to please exhibit judges will probably improve your exhibit for all viewers. 

The casual viewer may understand a date set of U. S. large cents. When the 
important information on a coin includes the number of berries on a stem or the direction 
of a leaf point, the typical viewer cannot see these features or appreciate the significance. 
Some exhibitors use enlarged photos with arrows pointing to important features. An 
exhibitor of early copper needs to find a creative way to tell a story about copper. 

Other exhibitors use early coppers to tell a story in a related area. Gerry Kochel 
and Jim Neiswinter found creative ways to link early coppers to photographic illustrations. 
For Kochel, it was the cover of the Helfenstein sale. For Neiswinter, it was a plate in the 
American Journal of Numismatics. Your creative idea could win the next award.

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Grade This.

I sold my sole example of a 1798/S153 large cent about three years ago. I’ve sold a few 
coins over the years that I really regret selling, and that S153 was one of them. Jim 
Long had given me a really good deal on it a couple years earlier, and it was a real 
beauty. It was a little burnished or waxed or something, but that does not bother me; in 
fact I often like coins like that. Someone once told me that Sheldon waxed a number of 
his coins, and I’ve owned some of his coins that were waxed, but I can’t say he did it for 
sure. Anyway, it was still an awesome coin and I sold it to a different dealer for a fair 
price (and five months later I saw it at another (non EAC) dealer’s table, re-colored, for 
four times the price I got, but that’s another story.) 

So, I have been looking for another S153 ever since, kicking myself for letting the above 
coin go. When I went to the Baltimore Show in November of this year, I could only stay 
there for a short time, so I was happily surprised to see a very nice S153 displayed in 
Chris McCawiey’s case. I took a close look at it - it was a super coin. It was problem 
free, with great surfaces and lots of detail. So I asked Chris for a price, and he said “four 
and a half.” Well, I wasn’t sure if he meant $450 or $4500, since to me, in the slightly 
dark showroom, the coin looked almost choice - and I thought it could be graded 
anywhere between F12 and VF-30, and an AV VF35 S153 is 4K in the CQR. 

But another EAC'er was sitting beside me and I didn’t want to look like a complete dolt 
and ask Chris if he meant $450 or $4500. Besides, I should know this - first hair style 
draped busts are my specialty. Specialty? They are my love, my joy and my obsession 
- all rolled up into one. So I did what any other self-respecting buyer does in this type of 
situation, I stalled. While stalling, I recalled that about 20 minutes earlier, I had seen an 
S101 at Doug’s table that I liked, but I still needed to look at a CQR to help make a 
decision. So while stalling, I asked Chris if I could borrow his CQR. He gave me one 
and as I was looking through it he must have thought I was looking up the S153 because 
he said “okay. I’ll give it to you for $435. 

Voila! After that answer I finally knew that he must have originally meant $450, not four 
and a half grand! I was elated! I bought it, but there’s more to the story. Chris told me 
that he seemed to recall that Denis Loring once owned the coin, so the next day I 
contacted Denis and at once he recalled the coin and gave me its pedigree. Ex-Jackson 
Storm 8-1-84, Del Bland, Denis, Bob Matthews 5/89 Sale Lot 309, and then it was sold 
to Rod Burress. So I looked it up in the Matthews Sale catalog and guess what? Del 
had catalogued the large cents of the sale and he had net-graded my new SI 53 at VG8! 
VG8? He must have just consumed a bottle of Chateau Noyesanti when he graded this 
coin! It’s a super coin and I thought, at the very least, it’s an F12! 

Well, all I know is I now have a great coin and I’m happy to have it at any price and I’m 
NEVER going to sell it even if I get a nicer example, so if I ever offer it to you, please 
refuse. Oh yes, I forgot to mention something. When I bought the coin from Chris I 
gave him $450 instead of the $435 he had last quoted me. When he realized this he 
seemed happy to get the extra 15 bucks. But little did he know; he had just saved me 
four thousand dollars. Go figure. 
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Common ^enis Report 


If you’re interested in Late Date Large Cents, then consider joining the Common ^ents 
::^cporr. It is a free semi-annual publication published in May and November dedicated 
strictly to increasing knowledge on Late Date Large Cents. Its primary purpose is to 
understand availability and rarity of specific varieties between 1840 and 1857 based on 
actual known pieces in collector hands. A secondary purpose is to determine the collector’s 
collection ranking within the reported collections as a friendly competitive incentive. 

There are two requirements for membership. First, the collector must be a current 
EAC member in good standing. Second, the collector must submit his/her collection data as 
to variety type, grade of best example and total number of each variety. This information is 
then placed into a matrix of varieties versus collections, which looks like: 
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The “# Var” column is the sum of varieties reported by all collectors as their best 
example. The “Total # Var Rptd” is the total number reported i.e. the best example plus 
duplicates. This last quantity can be very important when compared with Sheldon’s rarity 
scale to better understand the rarity level of a specific variety. 

Dividing the sum for the number of varieties and the grade scores by two ranks 
collections. The number of varieties score is taken from dividing the number the collector 
reported by the number of varieties identified as existing. The grade score is obtained by 
dividing the collection’s grade total with the maximum grade score obtainable.

SOLUTION TO PREVIOUS PUZZLE 
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DR. BENJAMIN RUSH, THE EARLY DAYS 

Dale Anderson 

You read about Dr. Benjamin Rush in the last edition of Penny-Wise regarding the yellow fever 
epidemic. Dr. Rush was a prominent figure in Pennsylvania even before the epidemic. 

At his core, Rush believed in freedom - freedom of thought and freedom of action. Rush had 
marched alongside the American army, signed the Declaration of Independence, and 
maintained his eminent position among the progressive political and intellectual minds of the 
budding nation. 

Rush believed that the American Revolution did not end when the muskets stopped sounding; 
that, he felt, was only the beginning. Now that America had fought for its liberties, Americans 
needed to maintain a nation worthy of those liberties. Rush knew that America could only live 
up to its own expectations if it was a country built on educated citizens. So, seven years after 
he met with other members of the Constitutional Congress to add his signature to the 
Declaration of Independence, Benjamin Rush signed a charter of a new college on what was 
then the American frontier. On September 9, 1783, a struggling grammar school in Carlisle was 
transformed into Dickinson College. Less than a week earlier, the Treaty of Paris had officially 
ended the Revolution and guaranteed international recognition of the United States of 
American. Dickinson College was the first college chartered in these new United States. 

Tuta libertas - "A bulwark of liberty." Those were the words that John Dickinson used to 
describe the new college. To further his educational enterprise. Rush had asked that Dickinson 
- known as the "penman of the Revolution" and the governor of Pennsylvania - lend his support 
and his name to the college that was being established in the western frontier of his state. 

In many ways, Benjamin Rush - the man who set his mission in place - was a man before his 
time. He was an outspoken opponent of slavery, a vocal proponent of equal education for 
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women, a supporter of the rights of the mentally challenged, and a generous provider of health 
care to the indigent in Philadelphia. His voice was strong and distinctive, and he believed that 
the students at Dickinson College could, like him, develop their own voices and positions on 
issues of the day. 

As you can see Dr. Rush was a busy man prior to the epidemic that would be the cause of his 
public scorn and eventual appointment as Treasurer of the Mint. 

Dickinson College is still going strong and typically has about 2,000 students. Their global 
education program currently consists of 32 programs on six continents. It houses the national 
headquarters of the Oral History Association and is home to the preeminent study abroad 
journal. Frontiers. 

My connection with Dickinson? My grandmother graduated there in 1902, my daughter in 2002 
and my great grandfather was professor there in the late 1 800's.

How long will it take you to figure out the year? 

English chemist-physicist Michael Faraday creates a prototype for the first electric motor. A new 
weekly magazine 'The Saturday Evening Post" begins this year. Its publication will continue for 
almost 150 years. A new settlement named Saint Anthony is begun on the east bank of the upper 
Mississippi River at St. Anthony's falls. That settlement is now called "Minneapolis." Sequoyah, a 
Cherokee Indian, devises an 86-character "alphabet" to transform the spoken Cherokee language 
into a written language. The written language is completely phonetic, so anyone who has learned 
the symbols can read or produce Sequoyah's "talking leaf." The English Classical School, aka 
"English High School" is started in Boston with 102 students. This is the first free, publicly supported 
high school in America. Within six years every Massachusetts town of 500 will have a publicly- 
funded high school. The main meat staple of American diet is game birds shot by market hunters. 
A single market hunter kills 18,000 migrating Golden Plover this year. During the next decade and a 
half coffee comes into use in America. But temperance movements direct heavy campaigns against 
it, and in some quarters it is considered an aphrodisiac! 

Not specific enough yet? OK, how about some easier-to-identify events. 

In "Hull vs. Mullin," the Maryland Supreme Court rules that a bequest of property to a slave by his 
master conveys freedom to the slave, since only a free person can legally own property. Using both 
Federal and private funds, the American Colonization Society purchases a large tract of land in west 
Africa to be used for "repatriation of freed American slaves to their native land." Colonization on this 
land will begin next year. This project is an uncomfortable accommodation of abolitionist idealism to 
the realities of racial prejudice. It parallels earlier European projects to "resettle" those considered 
less desirable to America and Australia. 

Czar Alexander I of Russia lays formal claim to the American Pacific coast down to Vancouver 
Island, closing these waters to commercial fishing, whaling, and shipping of other nations. This 
claim includes a large part of Oregon Territory, currently claimed by both Great Britain and the 
United States. 

A ten-year war of independence begins in Greece, as four hundred years of Ottoman (Turkish) rule 
is opposed and eventually overthrown. 
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Mexico declares independence from Spain. At this time "New Spain" (aka Mexico) includes what is 
now Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, and California. Guatemala declares independence from Spain 
and is invited to join with Mexico —they decline the offer. Venezuela and Peru win their freedom 
with military victories by Simon Bolivar and Jose de San Martin. Panama and san Salvador also 
proclaim their independence from Spain. Moses Austin receives a grant to settle 300 American 
families in the Texican area of New Spain. His son Stephen F. Austin will later exercise this grant to 
found a settlement on the lower Brazos River. The San Filipe de Austin settlement will grown to 
8,000 within the first few years. 

General Andrew Jackson is appointed as the first Governor of the newly acquired Florida Territory. 
Since there is not yet a governmental stmcture for the territory, Jackson will act as a quasi-military 
commander. 

If you haven't gotten the year yet, these last few clinchers should do it for you. 

Missouri enters the Union as a slave state, re-establishing the balance of twelve free states and 
twelve slave states. One requirement for their admission is that the new State Constitution 
specifically prohibits limiting the rights of any free citizen. This requirement is a protection for free 
blacks within the new state. The first US Senator from Missouri, Thomas Hart Benton, will serve in 
this position for thirty years. 

William Becknell leaves Independence, MO, with a wagon train of trade goods bound for Santa Fe 
and San Francisco, with "traveling salesman" activities all along the way. The route that he 
establishes will come to be known as the Santa Fe Trail. Henceforth, annual trade-trains will ply the 
route. 

Napoleon Bonaparte dies on St. Helena Island, where he has been exiled since his capture and 
conviction in 1815. His death is reported as caused by "a wasting illness," generally reported by 
later historians as "cancer." It will be over 140 years until the true cause is proven forensically to be 
systematic arsenic poisoning followed by acute cyanide poisoning - the best professional 
assassination of its day. 

All of the above occurred in 1821. During this year the US Mint in Philadelphia produced about 730 
pounds of quarter eagles and half eagles, eleven tons of dimes, quarters, and half dollars, and two 
tons of large cents. At today's production rates, that would be about four hours' worth. 

Though the quarter eagle output of 1821 was minimal at 6448 pieces, this represents over double 
the average annual production before 1834. All quarter eagles before 1834 are quite rare, the 1807 
and 1821 being the least rare of the lot. Half eagles of 1821 are also quite scarce, as this year saw 
a precipitous drop in output that would continue for almost a decade. 

The year 1821 is not rare for any copper or silver denomination. The cents of this year come from 
two pair of dies, with the most obvious difference being the style of the letters on the reverse. 
Newcomb 1 has square-serif letters, oval O's, and S's with thick vertical strokes. Newcomb 2 has 
triangular serifs, squared-center O's, and thin lines for the vertical strokes on S's. Glittering Proofs 
are known from both pair of dies (at five-figure prices). Below Fine, 1821 cents are quite common 
and (in my opinion) quite overpriced. I have seen as many as fifty at one dealer's table. Above 
Fine, the scarcity escalates and the price does so even more. An XF to MS 1821 cent normally 
costs ten times the price of the more common 1816-1820 cents - and yet this is NOT a rare coin. 

If you want an inexpensive talisman of the Missouri-statehood or the death-of-Napoleon year, pick 
anything in copper or silver below XF. Likely your most bang for the buck for this year would be a 
half dollar.

John Mullen writes. 

You may recall that several issues ago I wrote to see if the membership could offer suggestions in my 
search for a method of cleaning the silver tarnish from the daguerreotype images that I collect. I 
thought that one of the cleaners used by collectors of silver coins might be gentle enough to remove 
the tarnish without damaging the very delicate image that is the daguerreotype. 

I received several suggestions from members, which I filed. My approach to the whole problem was 
one of extreme caution, since I worried that acting too hastily might be disastrous. 

During a more-or-less two year period, I compiled suggestions from several sources - yet still 
hesitated to act. 

I recently learned of a very simple, safe and effective method to remove this tarnish. While attending 
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a gathering of old photo / camera collectors, one of the daguerreotype collectors amazed me by 
explaining this very basic procedure: Purchase a quart of ordinary ammonia (not the sudsy or 

enhanced type) and, taking a sheet of aluminum foil which has been folded at the edges to form a 
shallow pan, fill it with a shallow amount of ammonia, perhaps 1/4 inch deep. Place the 
daguerreotype plate into the solution, silver side up, and watch it through the clear ammonia as the 
tarnish very slowly disappears. When the image is clear enough, remove it from the ammonia and 
wash it several times in distilled water to be sure that all of the ammonia has been removed. Then, 
using an electric hair dryer, evaporate the remaining water drops. 

1 have now used this method to remove the tarnish from two daguerreotype images. The results were 
entirely satisfactory. 

The process involved is evidently one of chemistry - I am totally ignorant of such technologies. 
Somehow, there is a reaction between the ammonia and aluminum which very slowly removes a very 
thin layer from the silver, thus taking away the tarnish. 

I report all of this here with a very simple motive: This process may be of interest to collectors who 
might wish to remove tarnish from silver coins, but who fear a cleaning which is too harsh.

Frank Wilkinson writes. 

In the lead article in the September 2002 P-W , my statement that "a small number" of 1796 half cents 
are known showing large cent undertype was unintentionally overstated. In fact, only one normal- 
weight 1796 half cent has been reported with undertype of any kind. The alleged undertype on this 
coin (the Robison specimen) has been described by one collector (Jim McGuigan) as unknown marks 
in the upper reverse dentils and by another (Rick Coleman) as nonexistent. 

As for the Schonwalter specimen, I am now convinced beyond a shadow of a doubt that it was NOT 
struck over a cut down cent. This view is shared by numerous friends in EAC whose valued feedback 
I have received, The straight part of the groove on the face of the Schonwalter 1796 is at least 8 mm 
long, perhaps longer. Then the groove bends. The sides of the groove appear to me to be parallel. If 
this were undertype, it would be from a brockage of something, I can see nothing on a bust or cap 
cent that has such a hose-like structure. Nor did I see such when I searched the Red Book. In other 
words, I would have to be seriously convinced that this is even struck from a cut down TAL. In 
summary, no 1796 half cent has been reported that shows definitive undertype from a large cent, TAL, 
or any other coin. 


AND Bill Eckberg writes once again. 

Congratulations on your hundredth issue! Is it me or was that a particularly good one? It had 
something for collectors of LC's, HC's and Colonials. It had an interesting analysis of the grading 
standards of the three most prominent grading services with those of EAC, and it didn't quite agree 
with my own, unscientific opinions. It just proves again that more information is better than less. 1 
think all of us could see a bit of ourselves in the article by J.P., and Dr. Lapp's article was well worth 
reporting. Plus articles on how to exhibit your coins and keep from having them stolen. All-in-all, a 
superb issue from a superb editor.

Coin Finds & Fakes 

Prompted by Jon Lusk’s recent cherry pick of an 1804 C-2, Ron Guth remarked on how 
important it was to have the proper resources to attribute early copper coins. Earlier this 
year Ron was asked to look at a low grade 1 822 large cent. It turned out to be a 
previously unknown example of an N-14. Without the right references, it would have just 
been another $10.00 coin. Carl Tail related an incident that occurred back in 1996 where 
he happened upon the only coin dealer in a south Florida flea market. After convincing 
himself he might have discovered a low grade (scudzy minus) 1804 C-2, he returned home 
for a more intensive examination of the coin and to check his reference books for 
verification. Alas, it was not to be. This dog did not come with an R7 collar for it proved 
to be only a lowly 1803 C-3. In this case the references proved the coin to be just a $3.75 
coin. Haven’t we all been in Carl’s shoes? Steve Carr provided an update on the Gallery 
Mint 1793 Liberty Cap cent that showed up slabbed in Kansas City. The slab was sent first 
to the encapsulating company for examination. It was returned without comment still in 
the slab. The piece was then returned to the consignor broken out of the slab by the 
dealer. Steve would have preferred the counterfeit piece be donated to the ANA 
counterfeit reference collection. Keep an eye out as it may be on the market again. 

Slabs 

Bill Maryott commented on a recent Coin World article on rating the different slabbing 
services. He confessed to having a very nice collection of slabs most of which were from 
the major services. He has just the slabs. The coins, of course, have been liberated. Evan 
Kopald wrote about a certain 1848 N-26 that was making its third appearance on the 
same auction site. Apparently, the coin had been broken out of its NGC slab hoping for a 
better grade and thus a better price. It actually sold for less in the second sale even though 
NGC graded it 35BN on both occasions. The coin has now received its third 35BN 
grading from NGC. 

Looking 

Jerry Stubblefield is looking for an 1857 half cent with a hole in it. Steve Carr is looking 
for additional 1853 large cents with misaligned dies. He is studying this phenomenon and 
needs more examples. Jack Wadlington is looking for a reference copy of The 
Numismatist dated September 1986. Tom Harrington is looking for holed half cents. He 
wants a Draped Bust, a Classic Head, an 1 849, and another Coronet all in EF or better. 
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Red Book 


Bill Eckberg agreed with earlier comments by Ron Manley and Harry Salyards that 
minor and scarce varieties along with unofficial re-strikes and fantasy pieces should not be 
included in the Red Book. He is not entirely convinced that lettered and gripped edge sub- 
varieties of 1797 should be de-listed. But he would not oppose the de-listing based on the 
KISS (Keep It Simple Stupid) principal cited by Harry. Per Bill, the gripped edge sub- 
variety makes a Red Book set more difficult to obtain. Bill further commented on the 
problems with mintage figures. Sometimes the figures match up consistently with the 
surviving population, but other times they do not. When they do not match. Bill believes 
that the reported mintage does not reflect the dates on the coins. In addition to being 
wrong, the mintage figures can be quite misleading as in the case of the 1803 half cent. 

The Red Book reports a mintage of 92,000. Therefore, dealers commonly tout 1803 as a 
scarce date. However, the estimated survival quantity is almost 6,000. Two of the four 
varieties of that year are R1 . One of the 1 803 varieties is struck from a reverse die that 
was first used to strike a variety dated 1805! Bill believes to perpetuate the current listings 
only serves to mislead new collectors. 

Inquiries 

Dan Trollan wrote in response to Randy Snyder’s question about the rarity of edge 
errors on large cents. Dan estimates that they are scarce but not rare being about 1 in 300. 
Dan keeps extensive notes on these blundered edges. Anyone with such a coin that is 
unknown to Dan should forward information related to the coin to him. Fred Truex is 
looking for information on an auction sale by Associated Coin Auction Company. The 
name of the sale was “Public Auction Sale-Middle Atlantic Numismatic Association 
Convention”. It was held October 28-29, 1955. Part of the sale was the Thomas P. 
Warfield collection of large cents. Fred would like to know who were the principals in this 
auction company and who did the cataloging of the large cents. Many of the lots in this 
sale were given values based on Sheldon’s basal value system. Gene Anderson inquired 
about information on 1 846 struck counterfeit large cents. Three are known to exist per 
Bob Grellman. One sold in the 2002 EAC sale, Anderson owns one, and he wanted 
information on the third coin. If the owner of the third coin is agreeable, information on 
the weight, planchet size, grade, reverse rotation, color, and planchet condition is desired. 
The member who purchased the specimen sold in the 2002 EAC sale readily made his 
“coin” available for study. Bob Grellman provided information on an 1846 counterfeit 
that he inspected last February. This turned out to be the coin that had been purchased by 
Anderson. Greg Silvis is doing research on Commodore William Cogate Eaton. The May 
7-8, 1929 Henry Chapman sale catalog of the Eaton collection also included the Bardeen 
collection of half cents. Does anyone know Bardeen’s first name? Greg does know that 
Dr. Wallace Bardeen was a consignor to the July 25, 1922 Chapman sale. He does not 
know if this was the same Bardeen whose half cent collection was auctioned off in 1929. 
The ANS library staff has been unable to find any information. Any ideas or suggestions 
would be welcome. Ed Bode wondered if Penny-Wise had an e-mail address, would that 
make preparing the issues easier? Fred Posten asked if there was a scheduled date when 
the next half cent survey would be released. The interest is always strong for data on other 
collections. Fred acknowledged what a big effort collecting and distributing such 
information was to the publisher of the data. Speaking of half cents, Greg and Lisa Heim 
received an idea for displaying the 1794 half cents with missing or blundered edge 
lettering. If you are interested in displaying the edge lettering, please contact Greg or Lisa. 
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Tom Harrington asked if anyone knew of a really good album for half cents and large 
cents. He knows most EAC members put their coins in cotton liners before they go into 2 
X 2 envelopes for preservation purposes. He would like to know if anyone has an 
alternative suggestion that would allow better ease of viewing a collection. Tom also 
asked for suggestions on how to best bind and store issues of Penny-Wise . Harry 
Henderson suggested that Tom explore using Littleton’s Roman Empire coin albums. 
These albums hold 6 coin flips to a page and are punched for standard three ring binders. 
James Higby recommended that Tom try to “bush” the oversized holes of a Dansco or 
Library of Coins album with a transparent plastic slide from a discarded album. These 
slides can be cut to the needed size. Tom Turissini’s response to Tom was that Airtite 
Holders were the best storage method he had found when balancing security and visibility. 
These come with a variable sized and inert polyethylene ring that helps keep them in place. 
Barry Kurian wrote to Tom suggesting he look at Eagle albums and holders. Steve Carr 
asked if someone would look in Greg Brunk’s book on counterstamped coins to check for 
information on an interesting counterstamped large cent he had purchased. David Palmer, 
Barry Kurian, and Gene Anderson all responded to Steve’s inquiry. 

Someone Really Said It Or Someone Really Did It 

Bill Maryott reported seeing the following coin description: “MONSTER TONED 
1807/6 DRAPED BUST LARGE CENT CERTIFIED BY ... AS XF-40 POROUS. 
Words cannot possibly describe the magnificent beauty of this coin. This is one of the 
most beautiful, all naturally toned and highly lustrous Draped Bust Large Cents ever. 

This beautiful, magnificent coin exhibits fantastic AU/BU details, and is completely toned 
on both the obverse and reverse in colors of lustrous Blue, Magenta, and Purple. . . .This 
coin is certified by. . to have never been cleaned, and its toning and luster is all natural.” 
And who says EAC has all the “great” coins? Doug Durasoff reported seeing an ad for a 
slabbed S48 described as “reverse basil state”! Doug was wondering how many herbal 
large cents are out there. Are other herbs involved? Tom Deck spotted a new descriptive 
term to go along with already familiar terms such as “rim dent”, “pitted”, and “scratched”. 
The seller described the reverse as “damage from Fed-Ex”. Bill Maryott added that this 
coin was a S 28 graded VG 10 in the Norweb Sale. When slabbed it was graded XF 40. 
Imagine that, a 30 point improvement from being run over by a truck. Bill Maryott also 
reported on the curators at a certain west coast museum who are selling their holdings 
through Ebay. Among the coins being sold is a 1793 S-10 in almost VF condition, but it 
has bright copper surfaces from a harsh cleaning. Below the obverse picture of this coin is 
the following statement. “Important notice regarding coins from the . . . Museum: Most of 
the coins, medals, and currency have non-removable museum numbers on one or both 
sides, many of which are etched into the surfaces. Many items have nicks, scratches, 
mount marks, etc. as well as spots from glue and other chemicals, which have also 
affected the surfaces. Lots are sold AS IS. All bids are final and no returns will be 
accepted for any reason.” Bill suggested that you keep this in mind if you are thinking of 
donating your collection to a museum. Scott Barrett agreed with Bill’s comments on 
museums. He added that there is also a good chance that your collection would simply be 
hoarded in storage and no one would ever see it. Greg and Lisa Heim passed on the 
following coin description found on Ebay: “Incredible find! ! This coin was found buried 
near an old road in eastern Pennsylvania. The condition is excellent, . . .There seems to be 
no corrosion, just baked on dirt.” Greg says they forgot to mention the coin was black as 
coal. 
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Along the line of protecting your coins, Frank Wilkinson wrote to remind everyone 
about the importance of using white cotton gloves when handling coins even by their 
edge. He has noticed some toning on the edge of a silver dollar that he owns but has not 
touched since he bought it ten years ago. 

Good Deeds 

John Wilson has been passing middle grade late date large cents (a good match between 
availability and reasonable cost) to family and friends. He uses coins that are 100 years 
older than the recipient. He hopes the coins will stimulate people to become collectors. 

This is a grown up version of what Roxanne Himmlestein has been doing for years with 
kids. 

Good News 

Nik Forster (our British member) reports that after 8 years he has completed his Red 
Book collection 1816-1857 plus 20 or so varieties. He is contemplating what direction his 
collection will take from this point. But regardless of what area of large cents he turns to, 
he swears he does not consider his large cent collection to be colonials. Nik later reported 
that he plans to collect middle and late dates by variety. Steve Carr announced that the 
Advanced Copper Class scheduled for the ANA Summer Seminar has enough students to 
confirm it will take place. He also stated that a grading and counterfeit detection seminar 
is scheduled at EAC 2003 . EAC grading, the use of CQR, and spotting counterfeit/altered 
coins will be covered. 

Security At The EAC Sale 

Bill Eckberg reported on the Region 3 discussion of proposed changes to EAC sale 
security. One idea that seemed to have support was having fewer lots (25 was suggested) 
in each box. Another idea suggested (but was controversial) was heat-sealing the vinyl 
flips holding the coins. An unofficial vote by EAC officers and directors with e-mail 
service turned thumbs down on the heat-sealing suggestion. Ray Williams responded to 
Bill’s Region 3 report by sharing his experience at the most recent C4 convention in 
Boston. There were over 600 auction lots to account for. Boxes contained 25 lots each. 

No lots were allowed to leave the table. Those volunteering to assist at the auction lot 
table were required to count all 25 lots after the box was turned back in by member. There 
was also a video camera at the end of the viewing area that recorded the activity on a six- 
hour tape. The camera view covered the entire viewing area. Ai\ of these steps worked 
well. Ray also suggested that a card be placed on each box that would be marked with the 
reviewer’s bid number. This step would provide a record of who viewed the box last if a 
problem arises. Bill Maryott suggested using old style 35mm slide boxes, which come 
with dividers for each slide. The advantages being that each box could quickly be checked 
for missing coins by both the monitor and the new viewer without actually having to count 
the coins each time. The dividers would also keep the coins in the proper order having 
only one empty slot at a time in the box. One potential problem would be slabbed coins. 
Such coins might not fit into the box. Responding to Bill’s suggestions, Mark Switzer 
stated that EAC lots are placed in 2.5 by 2.5 inch size flips. Mark says that size flip will 
not fit into a photographic slide box. Building on Bill’s original idea, Mark suggested 
PCGS slab boxes. These boxes are large, sturdy, hold 25 coins, and have rails that force 
everything to sit up straight in the box. John Heninger said that he also had thought of 
using 35 mm slide boxes, but he did not know that sale lots were in 2.5 x 2.5 inch flips. 
John continued that there are slide boxes sized 2.75 x 2.75 inches available from suppliers. 
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Tom Reynolds stated that PCGS boxes hold 20 coins. Bob Grellman responded by 
donating six PCGS boxes. Julian Leidman suggested contacting dealers at shows about 
boxes, as they should have plenty of them. Gene Anderson wondered why 2x2 inch flips 
were not used for sale lots. Mark Switzer explained that the larger flips were used 
because there is not enough room for all of the things that come with the coins such as the 
flips, envelopes, and auction tags. Bill Maryott responded by saying that he liked Mark 
Switzer’s PCGS box idea. Bill suggested acquiring a couple of boxes for testing purposes. 
If the boxes work well, more could be acquired. Stu Schrier pointed out that Bill clearly 
did not have a crook’s mentality. He felt just counting the coins would not provide the 
security needed. Someone intent on stealing an expensive coin would just bring an 
inexpensive coin and use a tittle slight of hand to substitute the cheap coin for the 
expensive coin. The monitor would look and see the correct number of coins in the box, 
but the theft would still have taken place. Jim Hart suggested putting a straight and heavy 
diagonal or X line over the tops of the holders to help prevent someone from switching a 
sale lot for a cheaper coin. A thief would have difficulty matching the position of the 
original line once the coin is back in the box. Dustin Massie mentioned that there might 
be a small stick-on security tag to apply to the flips that would set off an alarm at the gate. 
Alan Gorski agreed with Stu Schrier regarding lot viewing. You have to think like a 
crook to reduce the chance of theft. Alan said that one way to manage lot viewing would 
be to have the viewer request one coin at a time and have the monitor check to make sure 
it is the same coin when it is given back. This is how security works in a jewelry store. It 
will slow things down as is the case with airport security, but at least you won’t have to 
take your shoes off. March Wells pledged to send five PCGS boxes for the cause. Jeff 
Noonan has also sent boxes. Mark Switzer reported that NGC has pledged 25 NGC 
boxes of the needed size to the club. This was a result of efforts made by David Lange 
and Mark. Dan Trollan announced that there would be some changes made to the Large 
Cent Happening because of security issues. He promised that nothing would be done to 
take the fun out of this eagerly anticipated event. 

Better Living Through Chemistry 

While looking for a product that would remove rust from old car parts, Tom Madigan 
came across something called En-Zolve. This product is not toxic, poisonous, or 
flammable. If is biodegradable, and it works. Tom experimented on some awful looking 
Indian cents. It did an excellent job removing the corrosion on most of them. It also 
removed the patina. Experiment number two involved some black ugly large cents. Tom 
monitored the process and pulled the coins out before they became bright. The surfaces 
were pitted, but the actual oxides that caused the pitting had been removed. Experiment 
number three was conducted on some very dark and rough counterfeits. Some of these 
Tom left only long enough to lighten them a bit. The details were then much easier to see. 
The coins come out very dry. Following a rinsing under cold running water, the coins 
were allowed to dry completely. A coating of Blue Ribbon finished the experiment. The 
coins don’t look completely natural, but Tom feels they will darken over time in a box of 
matches. The best thing is that the coins will not continue to corrode. 

Centennial Celebration 

Charlie Davis, Kim Greeman, Fred Posten, and Greg Heim all took the time to 
recognize Harry Salyards’ achievement of editing 100 issues of Penny-Wise . Not bad for 
a volunteer effort. 
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To Know Or Not To Know 

Bill Maryott reported on an AN ACS slabbed VF 35 S 102 for sale on Ebay. The coin is 
well described, but is followed by the seller’s comment-“By the way this coin has a 
pedigree too, which will be supplied to the successful bidder only.” Using the picture 
provided, Bill has determined that the coin is not in the Noyes “registry” of coins found in 
the NumiStudy CD or the Noyes books. Neither has the coin appeared in recent sales. Bill 
would like comments on whether or not a known provenance should always be provided 
by the seller. Is it acceptable to keep this information private such that only the buyer has 
this information after the sale is completed? Craig Hamling responded by saying that he 
had been able to match the coin in question with one of the Noyes photos and provided 
that information. Craig stated that a seller has no requirement to tell all he knows about a 
coin’s provenance. So, LET THE BUYER BEWARE! Terry Hess also commented that 
the seller has the discretion not to disclose who the previous owners were. He says that 
most auction houses leave some of the pedigree information out of their lot descriptions. 
Denis Coring thinks that the seller should provide any information he has on the coin. 

This includes the pedigree with the possible exception of the current owner. Barry 
Kurian thinks the provenance should always be shared. Gene Anderson expressed 
complete sympathy with Bill’s wish for the free sharing of provenance information. 
However, ownership does have its privileges. 

Closing Comments 

EAC, as a club, functions best when all members participate. Region 8 is the same way. It 
works well, but it will work better when its membership grows and is active. I encourage 
all EAC members who have Internet access to join in the fun we have each week. Help put 
me out of a job by having so many members in Region 8 that this column is no longer 
needed.

EAC By-Laws Revision Committee: 
Report and Recommendations. 


The EAC By-Laws Revision Committee was formed last August 
to consider how to update our by-laws, which were adopted in 1981. 
EAC’er Tom Powell, a Virginia-based attorney, chaired the 
committee, with additional members Jeffrey Oliphant, Jack 
Wadlington, and EAC President Jon Warshawsky. 

After discussion with several long-time members, the committee 
determined that we did not need to completely rewrite the by-laws, 
but that a significant revision was overdue. Our revision addresses 
the holes and eccentricities that have emerged in our current bylaws 
as EAC has grown and the world has changed. 

Please examine our proposed revision, printed below (beginning 
on page 64). If you have comments or questions, these should be sent 
by email or mail only (No Phone Calls) to the committee chairman, 
Tom Powell. We will consider all comments, and will present a final 
version for a vote by the membership, at the upcoming general 
meeting to be held in conjunction with the EAC Annual Convention, 
in Cincinnati, on Sunday morning April 27, 2003, at 9 AM.

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AMENDED AND RESTATED 
BY-LAWS 
OF 

EARLY AMERICAN COPPERS, INC. 


Upon adoption hereof, these Amended and Restated By-Laws of Early American 
Coppers, Inc. hereby supercede, amend and restate in their entirety all prior By-Laws 
(and any amendments or modification thereto) of Early American Coppers, Inc. 

Article I. 

General 

Section 1 - Name . The name of this organization shall be “Early American Coppers, 

Inc.” as set forth in its Certificate of Incorporation, hereinafter referred to as “EAC”. 

Section 2 - Purpose . The purposes of EAC shall be to promote, encourage and sustain a 
continued interest in early American copper coins and/or tokens, and to disseminate 
knowledge and information concerning said coins. 

Section 3 - Office . The principal office of EAC shall be in the State of New York; but 
the Board of Governors (hereinafter defined) may from time to time relocate the principal 
office anywhere within the United States and designate additional office locations, 
subject to applicable laws. 


Article II. 

Members 

Section 1 - Defined . The membership of EAC shall consist of General Members, 
Associate Members, Junior Members, and Honorary Members, as hereinafter defined 
(individually “Member” or collectively “Members”). The Board of Governors shall have 
the power to create additional membership classes as it deems proper for the management 
and control of the EAC in any manner not inconsistent with these By-Laws. Unless 
otherwise specifically approved by the Board of Governors, only individual persons may 
be Members of EAC. Memberships are not transferable. 

Section 2 - Responsibilities . Any person having an interest in early American copper 
coins, who is of good moral character, whose credentials are approved by the 
Membership Committee, as hereinafter defined, and who shall have paid such dues as 
required by the EAC for the membership class, may be accepted as a Member of EAC. 
The Board of Governors shall be the final arbiter on the standard of “good moral 
character” and the basis for determining the same, subject to the requirements of Article 
II, Section 5.2 (Suspension/Termination for Cause) and may define further by separate 
writing these requirements without amendment of these By-Laws. 
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Section 3 - Privileges . In general and subject to the conditions and exceptions set forth 
hereinafter, Members shall have the following privileges: 

(a) He/she may attend meetings of EAC; 

(b) He/she may vote on matters placed before the membership; 

(c) He/she may be elected to and hold office; 

(d) He/she shall receive EAC’s publication, Penny-Wise, without further charge; 

and 

(e) He/she shall be eligible to receive any other publications, materials or services 

provided by EAC at such member rates as may be from time to time established 

by the Board of Governors. 

Each Member shall, upon admittance to EAC and thereafter upon written request to the 
Secretary and payment of an appropriate copying/handling fee, be furnished with a 
current copy of the By-Laws of EAC. 

Section 4 - Member Classes . Following is a description of the member classes 
established by EAC: 

Section 4.1 - General Members . General or regular membership is the expected 
membership level for individuals 1 8 years of age or over. 

Section 4.2 - Associate Members . Associate membership is intended to apply to 
additional EAC Member(s) who reside with an EAC General Member, who is their 
Sponsor. An Associate Member (“Associate or AM”) has an individual EAC number 
suffixed by the letter “A” (similar to Junior Members, which are suffixed by the letter 
“J”), and is issued an EAC membership eard. An associate membership is comparable to 
a general membership, except that an Associate Member may not hold EAC office and 
does not receive separate EAC mailings. Assoeiate membership terminates upon the 
death or resignation of the Associate Member, or at the death or resignation of the 
Sponsor, whichever eomes first. 

Section 4.3 - Junior Members . The Board of Governors shall establish age 
qualifications for junior membership. . A Junior Member has an individual EAC number 
suffixed by the letter “J” (similar to Associate Members, which are suffixed by the letter 
“A”), and is issued an EAC membership card. A junior membership is comparable to a 
general membership, except that a Junior Member may not hold EAC office. 

Section 4.4 - Honorary Members . The Board of Governors may, from time to 
time, identify individual(s) who has (have) rendered some special service to EAC or to 
the science of early American copper coinage. Such individual may be proposed for 
designation as an Honorary Member. Elevation to honorary membership shall be 
proposed by the Board of Governors to the general membership by publieation in Penny- 
Wise. After review and eomment, election to honorary membership will be by 
unanimous vote of the then acting Board of Governors and may be rescinded at any time 
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by unanimous vote of the then acting Board of Governors. An Honorary Member shall 
have the following membership privileges: 

(a) He/she may attend meetings of EAC. 

(b) He/she shall receive EAC’s publication, Penny-Wise, without charge. 

(c) He/she shall be eligible to receive any other publications, materials or services, 
provided by EAC at such member rates as may be established. 

(d) He/she may serve on committees by appointment of the President or the Board 
of Directors. 

An Honorary Member shall have voice, but no vote in EAC matters and shall not be 
eligible to hold elected office in EAC. 

Section 5 - Suspension/Termination . 

Following is a description of the Suspension/Termination procedures for EAC: 

Section 5.1 - For Failure to Pay Dues . Any Member whose dues are in arrears 
shall have his/her membership suspended; however, such membership may be reinstated 
upon request of the suspended Member and resumption of payment of dues. The 
Membership Committee may make special provisions for the reinstatement of former 
Members who have rejoined in good standing and who signify a desire to rejoin EAC. 

No formal notice of suspension is required (other than the notice that dues are in arrears) 
and a Member may be dropped from the membership without further action. 

Section 5.2 - For Cause. Upon the recommendation of any officer, a Member’s 
association with EAC may be suspended in whole or in part, or terminated for cause at 
any time by a majority vote of the Board of Governors. 

However, where membership suspension or termination is proposed or contemplated, the 
Member in question must be given a minimum of thirty (30) days’ written notice of such 
proposed action and the basis therefore, as well as an opportunity to provide written 
comment and response to the Board of Governors. Upon receiving comment from the 
Member in question and/or upon the expiration of the allotted time, the Board of 
Governors may suspend the Member, and/or some or all of the Member’s privileges, 
benefits and rights, for up to two (2) years. Suspension for more than two (2) years 
and/or termination of a Member must be ratified by majority vote of the General 
Members present at any annual meeting or consistent with the provisions of Article IX. 
The affected Member will be provided timely written notification of the Board of 
Governors’, and, if applicable, the General Members’ decision. 

A Member suspended or terminated from EAC shall forfeit any previously paid dues. 
Unless otherwise stated in the decision, a terminated member may not re-apply for 
membership in EAC for at least one (1) year following termination. The Board of 
Governors may define further by separate writing these procedures, consistent with the 
above, without amendment of these By-Laws. 
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Article III. 
Dues 


Section 1 - Establishment of Dues . Annual dues payable by members shall be set from 
time to time by the Board of Governors, at such a rate as to cover the approximate current 
and long-term expenses of EAC but not so as to accrue any income. Dues shall be set at 
a uniform rate for all General Members; however, other or reduced rates may be offered 
to Associate, Junior and/or Honorary (and to other future membership classes) on a 
uniform basis. Persons received into membership after the start of the fiscal year may 
have their dues prorated for the first year at the discretion of the Board of Governors. 

Section 2 - Due Date . Dues are to be paid at least annually and dues for each year shall 
be due and payable on or before the date or time as notified by EAC. If dues are not paid 
by the date or time as notified by EAC, the Member shall be deemed to be in arrears. 

Section 3 - Additional Fees . The Board of Governors may, in its discretion, initiate 
one-time fees, additional and/or special fees, such as initiation fees or other special one- 
time fees, at such rates as to cover the costs to EAC of the endeavor. For example, 
initiation fees may cover the costs to EAC of material provided to Members upon their 
admission and/or the cost of entering such Member in the membership roll of EAC, and 
an extra postage fee may be imposed to cover the cost of mail to locations outside of the 
United States. 


Article IV. 

Officers 

Section 1 - Defined . The officers of EAC shall be a President, a Vice-President, a 
Secretary, a Treasurer and an Editor-in-Chief of Penny-Wise. 

Section 2 - Election of Officers . The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer 
shall be elected by the General Members. Elections shall be held every three (3) years, as 
determined by the Board of Governors. The aforesaid officers shall serve for a period of 
approximately three (3) years, and until their successors have been elected and have 
assumed office. A vacancy in any of the aforesaid offices shall be filled by a majority 
vote of the then-remaining officers, and subject to confirmation by a majority vote of the 
Board of Governors, for the remaining term of the vacated office. From the date of 
adoption of these By-Laws, no elected Officer shall serve for more than two (2) 
consecutive elected terms in the same office. This provision does not apply to the Editor- 
in-Chief of Penny-Wise. 

Section 3 - Appointments . The Board of Governors may appoint, and/or may empower 
the President to appoint, such other officers as the activities of EAC may require, each of 
whom shall hold office for such period, have such authority, and perform such duties as 
provided in the By-Laws or as the Board of Governors may from time to time determine; 
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provided, however, that the Board’s actions are not inconsistent with the terms of these 
By-Laws. 

Section 4 - Penny-Wise Editor . The Editor-in-Chief of Penny-Wise serves at the 
discretion of the President, but may only be replaced at the President’s request and 
subject to confirmation by a super majority vote (two-thirds (66%)) of the Board of 
Governors. A vacant Editor-in-Chief position, including a position vacated by a super 
majority vote, shall be filled by election by a majority vote of the Board of Governors. 

Section 5 - Compensation . All officers serve without compensation; however, officers 
may be reimbursed for expenses necessarily incurred by them in the performance of their 
duties. 


Article V. 

Board of Governors 

Section 1 - Defined . The officers named in Article IV, above, together with the 
Chairpersons of each of the Regional Groups of EAC as hereinafter defined, 

(individually “Governor” and collectively “Governors”) shall constitute a Board of 
Governors, which shall have general management responsibility of the affairs of EAC. 
The Board of Governors shall meet not less often than annually and may hold additional 
meetings at the call of the President or upon petition of any three (3) members of the 
Board of Governors. The Chairperson of a Regional Group may appoint his/her Regional 
Secretary to participate and /or vote at any meeting in the Chairperson’s place. 

Section 2 - Notices . The Secretary shall notify all members of the Board of Governors 
stating the time and place of meetings, not less than twenty (20) days in advance of such 
meeting, in a manner acceptable to the Board of Governors. 

Section 3 - Quorum . Two-thirds (66%) of the acting members of the Board of 
Governors shall constitute a quorum for purposes of transacting business and, unless 
otherwise specified, votes shall be carried by a simple majority of Governors present. 

The order of business at meetings of the Board of Governors shall be determined by the 
presiding officer. Meetings of the Board of Governors shall be open to members of EAC, 
except that, when the nature of the business to be discussed may so warrant, the Board of 
Governors may, by not less than a two-thirds vote of the Governors present, elect to hold 
some part or all of a meeting in executive session. 

Section 4 - Compensation . Governors shall serve without compensation; however. 
Governors may be reimbursed for expenses necessarily incurred by them in the 
performance of their duties. 


Article VI. 

Executive Committee 
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Section 1 - Appointment . The President may appoint from among the Board of 
Governors three (3) persons to constitute the Executive Committee of EAC, one of whom 
shall be the President, who shall act as Chairman. The Executive Committee shall assist 
as necessary in the administration of the affairs of EAC between meetings of the Board of 
Governors. The Executive Committee’s decisions shall be subject to review by the Board 
of Governors. The Executive Committee shall meet upon the call of the President. 

Section 2 - Quorum . Two (2) members of the Executive Committee shall constitute a 
quorum. 


Article VII. 

Regional Groups 

Section 1- Defined . Regional Groups within EAC shall be defined and designated by the 
Board of Governors and shall consist of the Members of EAC residing in such 
geographic region or defined by the subject matter area of each such Group. The Board 
of Governors shall have the power to alter existing Regional Groups and/or to create 
additional Regional Groups as it deems proper for the management and control of the 
EAC in any manner not inconsistent with these By-Laws. Members of EAC may be a 
Member of one geographically designated Regional Group and any and all Regional 
Groups defined by subject matter area. 

Section 2 - Term . Coincident with the election of the Officers of EAC, a Chairman and 
a Secretary for each Regional Group (other than Region 8, hereinafter defined) shall be 
elected for a term coincident with that of the Officers, by the General Members residing 
in such region or defined by the subject matter area of each such Regional Group. A 
vacancy in the office of any regional office shall be filled by appointment by the 
President, subject to confirmation by the Board of Governors. 

Section 3 - Role of Regional Chairman . The Chairman of each Regional Group shall 
encourage, organize and conduct meetings of the Members of the Regional Group at 
times and places convenient to said Members to promote the purposes of EAC. Such 
meetings shall not conflict with the annual meeting of EAC. 

Section 4 - Role of Regional Secretary . The Secretary of each Regional Group shall 
assume the duties of the Chairman in his/her absence, shall maintain a roster of the 
members of EAC within the area of the Regional Group, shall be responsible for ensuring 
that notices of Regional Group meetings are sent to members, and shall report on such 
meetings to the Editor-in-Chief of Penny-Wise. 

Section 5 - Information to Regional Group . Upon request to EAC, the Regional 
Group may be provided such information as may be beneficial to the Regional Group, 
including but not limited to, names, addresses, and other pertinent contact information of 
EAC Regional Group members in good standing. 
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Section 6 - Region 8. There shall be a Region 8 (the Internet region), whieh eonsists of 
members of EAC in good standing who eontact the Chairman of Region 8, provide an 
email address, and request to be placed on the Region 8 email listing. The Chairman of 
Region 8 serves at the discretion of the President, but may only be replaced at the 
President’s request and subject to confirmation by a super majority vote (two-thirds 
(66%)) of the Board of Governors. A vacancy in the Region 8 Chairman’s position, 
including a position vacated by a super majority vote, shall be filled by election by a 
majority vote of the Board of Governors. 

Article VIII. 

Annual/Special Meetings of EAC 

Section 1 - Time and Location . An annual meeting of EAC shall be held at a time and 
place to be decided by the Board of Governors. At least thirty (30) days notice thereof 
shall be given to the membership of the time and location of such meeting. Special 
meetings may be called from time to time at the discretion of the Board of Governors and 
upon reasonable notice to the membership. 

Section 2 - Quorum . Twenty-five (25) Members of EAC shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. 


Article IX. 

Voting 

Section 1 - Eligibility . The election of Officers of EAC shall be approximately every 
three (3) years as prescribed by the Nominating Committee, as hereinafter defined. 
Nominees shall have their names placed before the membership at least forty-five (45) 
days prior to the final day of the election period and all eligible voting Members shall 
have a minimum period of thirty (30) days in which to cast their ballots. The Nominating 
Committee shall be responsible for the administration of the election and shall report the 
results thereof to the Board of Governors and to EAC. 

Section 2 - Voting . It is the intent of these By-Laws that voting is to be conducted by (1) 
written mail ballot (with a minimum thirty (30) day voting period), (2) live vote 
conducted at any meeting of EAC, or (3) other method previously approved by the Board 
of Governors. A simple majority of those Member voting (who have the right to vote) 
shall be necessary for a measure or candidate for office to prevail, unless otherwise 
specified in these By-Laws. 


Article X. 

Committees 

Section 1 -Membership Committee . There shall be a Membership Committee, 
consisting of a Chairperson and additional member(s) as deemed necessary by the Board 
of Governors, whose role is to improve and increase membership in EAC and to foster 
greater interest and involvement in EAC. From time to time, the Membership Committee 
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may be called upon to review the credentials of any person who shall have been proposed 
for membership in EAC and shall make recommendations regarding same. In addition, 
the Membership Committee is primarily responsible, under the Board of Governors’ 
direction, to review complaints that may be directed against a Member of EAC to 

make recommendations regarding same, in accordance with the provisions of Article II, 

Section 5.2 of these By-Laws. 

Section 2 - Nominating Committee . There shall be a Nominating Committee appointed 
by the President not less than six (6) months in advance of an election of Officers. The 
President’s appointments to the Nominating Committee shall include not less than three 
(3) General Members, but which may not include national or regional office holders or 
prospective nominees to any such positions. Its purpose shall be to identify and present 
to the Board of Governors proposed candidates for all elective national and regiona 
offices in EAC. All nominated candidates must be Members in good standing of EAC. 
The Nominating Committee shall present candidates for each elective national and 
regional office in EAC. No candidate’s name shall be presented to the membership 
unless the candidate shall have agreed to fulfill the duties of the specific office proposed, 
and no member of the Nominating Committee shall be included in the list of Candidates 
for Office. In addition, no person desiring to become a candidate shall be unreasonably 
denied the privilege of running for any national or regional elective of EAC. The 
Nominating Committee shall administer the election in accordance with the direction of 
the Board of Governors and as detailed in Article IX, Section 1, of these By-Laws. 

Section 3 - Convention Committee . There shall be a Convention Committee, which 
will be appointed by the President and which will consist of not less than three members, 
one of whom shall be the Vice President or other Officer. There also will be a 
Convention Planning Subcommittee for each year a convention is held. The Convention 
Planning Subcommittee shall be comprised of not less than two (2) Members of EAC 
residing within a 100-mile radius of the convention host city, one or both of whom will 
serve as the Convention Chairperson(s) for the given year. Members of the Convention 
Planning Subcommittee will be members of the Convention Committee for purposes of 
planning and executing the Convention in their host city. 

In addition, the Convention Committee shall include several standing positions, which 
shall be appointed by the President. These positions may include, but are not limited to, 

the following: 

Educational Chairperson - responsible for the educational program at the national 
convention, and for publicizing the same through Penny-Wise-, 

Exhibits Chairperson - responsible for soliciting and coordinating exhibits to be 
conducted at the national convention, and for publicizing the same through 
Penny- Wise; 

The Convention Chairperson is primarily responsible for planning of the annual 
convention in his/her host city. The Convention Chairperson may enter into contracts

with facilities providers and other entities in order to facilitate the success of the 
convention, up to a certain specified dollar threshold to be established from time to time 
by the President. The President is expected to sign all other contracts and all major 
contracts, including the hotel and security contracts. 

The Convention Chairperson will report all revenues and expenses to the Convention 
Committee, which will make this information available in report form to the Board of 
Governors and to those Members who might request it. The purpose of the report will be 
to assist future convention planning committees in planning the annual convention. 

Section 4 - Other Committees . From time to time, the President and/or the Board of 
Governors may propose the formation of other committees, standing or special, in order 
to carry on more efficiently the activities of EAC. The Board of Governors shall be 
empowered to form additional committees upon a majority vote of the Board. Any 
committee so formed shall consist of a Chairperson and at least one other member of 
EAC. In addition, the President shall be ex officio a member of all committees except the 
Nominating Committee. Any committee so formed shall report to the President and/or 
the Board of Governors. 

Section 5 - Committee Chairpersons . Committee chairpersons shall report to the 
Board of Governors not less often than annually and may report at more frequent 
intervals in a manner acceptable to the Board. All committee appointments shall expire 
when the function of the committee has been completed, or at the discretion of the then- 
current President. 


Article XL 
Library 

Section 1 - Designation and Approval . The Board of Governors may designate a 
Librarian who shall have the authority to accept, on behalf of EAC, unconditional gifts of 
numismatic publications, documents, memorabilia, or other items; but the Librarian shall 
not accept on behalf on EAC any conditional gifts of any nature, nor money, cash, coins, 
tokens or medals. 

Section 2 - Responsibilities . The Librarian shall be responsible to the Board of 
Governors. He/she shall serve without compensation, but may be reimbursed for 
expenses necessarily incurred by him/her in the performance of his/her duties. The 
Librarian shall promulgate rules and regulations, subject to the approval and adoption of 
the Board of Governors, for the care of publications, documents and memorabilia in the 
Library’s care, and for the lending thereof to members of EAC. The Librarian shall cause 
to be prepared, from time to time, a catalog or other listing of the content of the library 
for availability to the membership. The Librarian shall make an annual report to the 
Board of Directors concerning the status of the library and its operation. 

Article XI L 
Publications 
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Section \ - Pennv-Wise . The official publication of EAC shall be named Penny-Wise, 
which shall be published at bi-monthly intervals commencing in January of each year or 
at other intervals as determined by the Board of Governors. This publication shall be 
financed by EAC through dues and contributions and shall be sent without additional 
charge to members of EAC. It may have such further distribution as is deemed by the 
Editor-in-Chief to be of value to or in EAC’s interest. To the greatest extent allowed by 
law, ownership in EAC’s publications and all decisions on ownership rights vest with the 
EAC. 

Section 2 - Role of Editor-in -Chief . The Editor-in-Chief of Penny-Wise shall be 
responsible for the publication of Penny-Wise. The Editor-in-Chief may appoint Staff 
and Administrative Assistants, all of whom shall be responsible to the Editor-in-Chief. 
Staff Assistants shall serve without compensation. Administrative Assistants may be 
compensated out of the general funds of EAC without specific prior approval by the 
Board of Governors. The Board of Governors shall have general policy approval and 
oversight concerning appointments of and expenditures relating to Staff and/or 
Administrative Assistants. 

Section 3 - Other Publications . EAC may from time to time publish such other 
documents and studies in the area of EAC’s interests as may be authorized by the Board. 

Section 4 - Reporting . The Editor-in-Chief shall make an annual report to EAC 
concerning the activities and status of his/her office. 

Article XIII. 

Convention 

Section 1 - Purpose . EAC may hold a national convention annually, and/or at other 
times as it deems appropriate. The location of the convention shall be approved by the 
Board of Governors. The convention may include an educational program, the annual 
general membership meeting, and other activities consistent with the purposes of EAC. 
Convention dates will be submitted by the Convention Committee no less than two (2) 
years in advance of the proposed convention date and approved by the Board of 
Governors. The Board of Governors shall develop a policy manual for the conduct of the 
Convention. The existence of a Policy Manual is not a prerequisite to the conduct of any 
Convention. 


Article XIV. 

Finances 

Section I - Fiscal Year . The fiscal year of EAC shall commence on the first day of 
January. 

Section 2 - Banking . The funds of EAC shall be deposited in insured banking or 
investment banking institutions approved by the Board of Governors, upon the 
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recommendation of the Treasurer. The account in which EAC’s funds are deposited shall 
bear that name of Early American Coppers, Inc., and there shall be no commingling of 
EAC’s funds with those of any other person, firm or corporation. The President, Vice- 
President, and Treasurer of EAC, individually, shall be authorized to sign checks up to 
and including the amount of FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS AND NO CENTS 
($5,000.00), and to conduct business on behalf of EAC. For checks in excess of 
$5,000.00, two (2) signatures of the above-authorized persons are required. 

Section 3 - Policies . The Board of Governors shall determine the policies for the manner 
of handling the funds of EAC. 

Section 4 - Treasurer . The Treasurer shall be responsible for the day-to-day control of 
EAC’s funds. The Treasurer shall make an annual report to EAC concerning its financial 
status. 

Section 5 - Review of Finances. At least annually, the Board of Governors shall 
perform or cause to be performed a review and/or audit of EAC’s finances to ensure the 
integrity of EAC’s records and finances. 

Article XV. 

Indemnification of Agents 

Section 1 - Agent Defined . For the purposes of this section, “agent” means any person 
who is a governor, officer. Committee member, employee, or other person or entity 
specifically designated as such by EAC. 

Section 2 - Indemnification of Agents . EAC shall indemnify and hold harmless any 
person who is or was an agent of EAC acting in that capacity, and who becomes a party 
to any legal proceedings by reason of his/her actions on EAC’s behalf, from and against 
any and all fees, expenses, judgments, fines, settlements and other amounts actually and 
reasonably incurred in conneetion with such legal proceeding, ineluding attorney’s fees; 
provided however, that such person aeted in good faith and in a reasonably prudent 
manner believing his/her aetions to be in the best interests of EAC. 

Section 3 - Insurance Coverage . The Board of Governors shall be empowered to 
purchase insurance on behalf of EAC and in that event, the EAC’s insurance shall, to the 
greatest reasonable extent, include coverage of EAC’s agents for the their actions in the 
performance of their duties on behalf of EAC. 


Article XVI. 

Parliamentary Authority 

Section 1 - Defined . The rules contained in the current edition of Robert ’s Rules of 
Order Newly Revised shall serve EAC in all cases in which they are applicable and in 
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which they are not inconsistent with these By-Laws, any special rules of order EAC may 
adopt, and applicable laws. 


Article XVII. 

Notices 

Section 1 -Methods . Except as provided in Section 2 hereof, all notices shall be 
transmitted by (a) first-class United States mail or comparable means or (b) publication in 
Penny- Wise. 

Section 2 - Other methods . If the Membership Committee shall recommend that a 
Member be terminated or suspended, the notice to the affected member, as provided in 
Article II, Section 5.2, shall be via first-class certified United States mail, return receipt 
requested. 

Section 3 - Service . All notices shall be deemed served when mailed and shall be mailed 
to the address last known to EAC. 


Article XVIII. 

Amendment and Dissolution 

Section 1 - Amendment . These By-Laws may be amended by a majority vote of the 
Board of Governors and ratified by a majority vote of the membership. However, in the 
event that amendment of the By-Laws is proposed and considered by the Board of 
Governors, the membership shall be given a minimum of thirty (30) days’ written notice 
of such proposed action and an opportunity to provide written comment and response to 
the Board of Governors. Upon notice and comment or upon the expiration of the allotted 
time if no comment is received, the Board of Governors may vote upon amendment to the 
By-Laws. 

Section 2 - Dissolution . The EAC may be dissolved at any time by a majority vote of 
the Board of Governors and ratified by a majority vote of the membership. However, in 
the event that dissolution of EAC is proposed and considered by the Board of Governors, 
the membership shall be given a minimum of thirty (30) days’ written notice of such 
proposed action and an opportunity to provide written comment and response to the 
Board of Governors concerning dissolution. Upon notice and comment or upon the 
expiration of the allotted time if no comment is received, the Board of Governors may 
vote upon dissolution of the EAC. In the event the EAC is dissolved, the then serving 
Board of Governors shall distribute the assets of EAC among one or more organizations 
or associations which meet the stated requirements of EAC’s Certificate of Incorporation 
and which have their purpose(s) in harmony with the purpose of EAC. 

Article XIX, 

Miscellaneous 
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Section 1 - Conferences . Members of the Board of Governors or Executive Committee 
may participate in a meeting through use of conference telephone or other similar 
communications equipment, so long as all those participating in such meeting can be in 
communication with one another. Participation in a meeting in the manner provided in 
this Section constitutes presence in person at such meeting. 

Section 2 - No Requirement of Meeting . Any action required or permitted to be taken 
by the Board of Governors or the Executive Committee may be taken without a meeting, 
if the majority of Governors or Committee, as the case may be, shall individually or 
collectively consent to such action. 

Section 3 - Singular/Plural and Gender . Each number, singular or plural, used in these 
By-Laws shall include all numbers and each gender shall be deemed to include all 
genders. 

Section 4 - Donations and Bequests . Any proposed donation or bequest of money to 
EAC shall only be accepted by EAC through its Treasurer, at the direction of and upon 
conditions established by the Board of Governors.
